WASHINGTON, March 26.—When the 
carnival code reaches and is approved by 
the President, unless change be made in 
the meanwhile as regards wages for child 
performers, this provision will fix com- 
pensation for children under 14 years of 
age at 50 per cent of the prevailing wage 
for like performances; at 75 per cent for 
children between 14 and 18, and full 
compensation for those over 18 years. 
Performances by children, however, will 
be predicated upon their membership in 
a family which is working with the show. 

Up to this time no provision has been 
made for taking care of med and tent 
shows, altho it is expected, as already 
stated in The Billboard, that they will 
be taken care of under some special 
classification, sufficient to distinguish 
them from carnivals under the definition 
carried for carnivals in the code, These 
med and smaller dramatic shows under 
tent, it has been pointed out to Deputy 
Administrator William P. Farnsworth by 
L. C. Zelleno, of Gordon-Howard Com- 
pany, are more numerous that is possibly 
generally appreciated. Also, that their 
activities carry them into smaller com- 
munities which are not reached by larger 
entertainment aggregations and that 
quite often one of these shows will have 
& very substantial personnel.

Fireworks Expected Wednesday 
At First Hearing on Legit Code 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—“Man, you 
hain't seen anything yet”—or words to 
that effect—will doubtless be applicable 
by the time the hearings on the egiti- 
mate Full Length Dramatic and Musical 
Theater Industry code are started 
Wednesday morning. at the Carlton 
Hotel here, under the direction of Deputy 
Administrator William P. Farnsworth. 
Day by day evidences are piling up of 
activity of proponents of this or that 
change in the code. While there will be 
amendments aplenty presented, the 
matter of “scalping” will be to the fore- 
front. 


With cleshes many and often in sight, 
and with NRA executives and advisers 
preparing for strenuous, snappy Sessions, 
the line of attack promises to be some- 
what as follows: 


Information, generally, from NRA as 
to the character and scope of the hear- 
ing is as follows: 


“The proponents of the code are the 
National Association of the Legitimate 
Theater and the National Legitimate 
Theater Ccmmittee. A basic 40-hour 
week is proposed, leniency being granted 
during rehearsal periods. The wace scale 
proposed is based on top ticket prices 
and population of cities. In cities of 
more than 500,000 population, not less 
than six actors regularly employed in 
the stock cOmpany shall receive a mini- 
mum of $40 per week, and in cities of 
less than 500,000 this number ts set at 
four. No member of the chorus shall 
be paid less than $30 a week. Musicians, 
theatrical stage employees, and moving 
Picture operators shall be paid a mini- 
mum of $30 per week. Skilled me- 
chanics, ushers and other branches of 


the industry are provided for separately.” 


A further statement continues: “Pro- 
posals will be made to bar. the ‘throw- 
away,’ the ‘2 for 1' and similar systems 
whereby, upon presentation of a slip of 
paper at the box office. seats may be 
purchased at below box office frices. 
Another important consideration at the 
hearing will be plans to expend the 
power of the code authority to give the 
fullest measure of self-government to 
the theater. It is probable that regional 
committees under the code authority 
will be set up in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Kansas City, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. Such a plan would decen-

The final delivery of the much-sought- 
for American Artistes’ Federation charter 
(successor of the old White Rats char- 
ter) is the climax of an exciting uphill 
fight for recognition by the AFA. The 
Actors’ Betterment Association was 
granted the charter January 12, but its 
delivery was held up when Irving 
Schneider, former ABA attorney, made 
charges against the organization. 


There was an investigation by the Four 
A’s (Associated Actors and Artistes of 
America) and it cleared the organization 
of all charges February 9. However, it 
held up the charter untii the ABA re- 
organized on a union basis and ironed 
out certain legal technicalities. 

The organization elected new officers 
and adopted a new name, a new con- 
stitution and by-laws, under the guid- 
ance of the Four A’s legal department.

It was 
the first contested election in the association since its early days, and was precipi- 
tated by a group, growing out of the Sailor, Beware, controversy, which presented 
its own list of candidates for the nominating committee, as opposed to that brought 


forward by the administration. Accord- 
ing to a spokesman for this group, its 
purpose is “to strengthen Equity by the 
election to the council of members who 
will truly represent the average actor 
and be in touch with his problems.” 
Frank Gillmore, Equity president, said 
today that Equity and the present ad- 
ministration welcome the interest and 
enthusiasm shown by the members and 
hope that they will continue to display 
it in the affairs of the association. He

The Syracuse houses, the 
Keith’s and Strand, are being city man- 
aged by W. J. Tubbert, while Tommy 
Meehan, formerly city manager of Bos- 
ton, is now holding down the same job 
over the Albee and Victcry theaters in 
Providence. Koerner’s Schenectady, Al- 
bany and Troy houses went over to 
H. R. Emde, 


Charlie McDonald has the New York 
Senior Metropolitan Division, holding on 
to his old houses with the exception of 
the 23d Street. which went to Emde. 
The latter’s Coliseum, Fordham, Hamil- 
ton, Chester and White Plains, however, 
went to McDonald, who also has the 
Albee, Kenmore, Madison, Prospect, 
Flushing, Colonial, Jefferson, Palace, 81st 
Street.

NEW YORK. March 24.—Lee Shubert 
testified yesterday in White Plains that 
the Shuberts are paying three per cent 
in royalties for the use of the Ziegfeld 
name on their Follies, in addition to a 
flat one grand paid to Billie Burke, 
widow of the .ate producer, Miss Burke 
and the Erlanger interests share in the 
three per cent. 


The financial arrangements for the use 
of Ziegfeld’s name were brought out in 
a hearing before Mayor Robert P. Smith 
of White Plains, referee in proceedings 
brought by County Treasurer William S. 
Coffey, administrator of the Ziegfeld es- 
tate, to determine the value of the title. 
Earlier in the week Coffey, tnru his at- 
torney, Bern Budd, declared that he was 
not consulted in the sale of the name 
to the Shuberts. In the proceedings to 
probate the Ziegfeld will it was said 
that the estate was entirely without as- 
sets, and had liabilities amounting to 
half a million. The order calling for 
the appearance of Lwe Shubert before 
Mayor Smith set forth that reasonabie 
grounds appeared for examination of the 
Shuberts on the administrator’s conten- 
tion that “certain assets and effects of 
the estate appear to be in the possession 
of, or under the control cf, Lee and J. 
J. Shubert, or within their knowledge of 
information.” 

It is the administrator’s contention 
that any sale of the name was illegal 
without his sanction. The hearing was 
adjourned to April 6, at which time Miss 
Burke and J. J. Shubert may appear.

NEW YORK, March 24-—While the 
networks are embroiled in controversies 
that haven't yet reached their white- 
heat over the question of free radio 
shows, Radio Station WOR, thru its pro- 
gram manager, Louis Reid, has arranged 
to put WOR across the footlights and 
at the same time steer a course clear of 
possible bad publicity.

for their salary.

This new spurt in blocking gyp bene- 
fits follows the increase of benefit shows 
here. The investigation last summer, in- 
stigated by The Billboard, cleared the 
ficld for a while; but apparently the pro- 
fessional promoters are back again. 

The new gencral investigation is being 
conducted by Assistant District Attorneys 
Ambrose J. Delehanty, James T. Neary 
and Sullivan. More than 60 subpoenas 
have been ordered and a staff of 20 de- 
tectives under Captain Patrick J. Mc-

Getting Agent 


Opposition Despite Baiting 


Moss asking city ordinances protecting licensed offices 
against gyps—bait for agents to come in under higher 
fee—indie agents plan test case 


* 

NEW YORK, March 24.—The License Department will ask Bernard Deutsch, 
president of the Board of Aldermen, to introduce bills seeking to protect honest 
and licensed agencies against gyp and office-in-hat agents. Commissioner Paul 
Moss admits, as stated in The Billboard last week, he is considering raising the 
license fee and bond for theatrical agencies and that the proposed laws are intended 
to give protection in return for the higher fee. Moss says he expects to have “every 
worth-while office in by May 1,” which is the date for annual renewal of licenses. 


Despite his confidence, however, there is 
a growing movement among agencies to 
fight Moss. Altho the National Associa- 
tion of Theatrical Artists’ Representa- 
tives has not taken a definite stand yet 
on the higher fee proposition, the indie 
agents are in open revolt. 

Indie agents and associates of bigger 
Offices will meet Thursday night at 7:30 
in Room 406, Bond Building, to con- 
sider raising funds to finance a test 
case. They claim Moss’ inclusion of all 
talent sellers under the employment 
agency law is illegal. Meanwhile, the 
NATAR board of governors meets Tues- 
day night to consider action on Moss’ 
offer to “protect” licensed agencies 
against unfair competition, if the agents 
all accept licensing. 


Moss has also been conferring with 
the Entertainment Managers’ Associa- 
tion. The EMA, composed of bookers 
of private entertainments and night 
clubs who book net, has always claimed 
net bookers. were employers and not 
bookers or agents. However, the or- 
ganization is considering accepting Moss’ 
offer to get. legislation against office-in- 
hat bookers, handlers of nude and dirty 
shows and gyps who don’t pay off. Moss 
is understood to have assured the net 
bookers he could give them as much 
protection against gyps as the State 
Legislature could, if they would only 
accept licensing. At first, the EMA had 
planned to go to Albany for legislation. 
Moss is also understood having promised 
the EMA a high license fee (probably 
$200) in order to keep the small fel- 
lows out,

The chenges bring all major circuits, 
except Loew, into direct control of the 
NVA activities. Loew dropped out of the 
Fund directorship three years ago. altho 
E. A. Schiller has taken a very active 
interest in NVA affairs. Annual elections 
of the Fund a:ze due May 1. 

Meanwhile, Rodner has been delegated 
by the circuits to supervise NVA activi- 
ties William J. Lee, who has been run- 
ning the Fund and the san, will work 
under Rodner as will Chesterfield. 

The annual NVA drive will probably 
be held week of April 22. As for the 
annual benefit show, it is probable that 
it will nct be held until fall, as the last 
show was held in November.

AFA’s Fight 


The story of the growth of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Actors and its battle 
for affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is the story of the up- 
hill a of vaude and outdoor per- 
formers to better their working condi- 
tions. 

To understand it one must go back 
exactly one year when four vaudeviilians 
and an attorney got together to dicuss 
an organization to battle benefits Altho 
the first meeting was a flop, the second 
and third drew large crowds, 2nd within 
a menth the Actors’ Betterment Asso- 
ciation had been organized to fight 
benefits and “better the condition” of 
the actor. 


Eddie Dowling was elected president; 
Georgie Price, Arthur Tracy, Sophie 
Tucker and Ben Bernie, vice-presidents; 
Harry Hershfield, treasurer, and Ralph 
Whitehead, secretarv. Soon the organ- 
ization discovered that other reforms be- 
Sides attacking benefits were necessary, 
and when the legit and vaude codes were 
heard in Washington it presented its 
position. 


Taking on the form of a union more 
and more, the ABA finally voted to ap- 
ply fer the old White Rats charter in 
September and to go to Washincton for 
the vaude-code hearing as a _ union. 
Equity, which had already announcea 
its intention to extend jurisdiction over 
all actor branches, withdrew in favor of 
the ABA, the APA in turn definitely 
withdrawing from legit and radio 

The ABA was finally granted the 
American Artistes’ Federation charter 
January 12, and Whitehead then hurried 
to Washington to appear as labor adviser 
for the NRA in the circus and carnival 
codes. During his absence Irving 
Schneider, who had not been reappoint- 
ed as the ABA's attorney during the re- 
organization, made sensaticnal charges 
of illegality against the new administra- 
tion. Bobby Clark, who had just been 


elected president, resigned, pleading ill 
health. 

Whitehead rushed back from Wash- 
ington anc the ABA immediately an- 
swered the charges. A hear!ng was held 
by the Four A’s February 9 and the ABA 
administration was cleared. The ABA 
then recrganized completely under the 
direct guidance of the Four A’s legal de- 
partment so that no further attacks 
could be made upon it. 

A new organization, the American Fed- 
eration of Actors, was set up and the 
ABA was allowed to remain—at least on 
paper. Fred Keating, president; Fddie 
Cantor, honorary president; Joe Laurie 
Jr., Victor Moore, Pat Rocney and Guy 
Magley, vice-presidents; Charles Mcsconi, 
treasurer, and Whitehead. secretary, were 
the new cfficers elected. 

Thursday, or 19 weeks after the meet- 
ing in which the charges were dis- 
credited, the Four A’s issued the charter 
to the AFA after the AFA turned over 
the chorus jurisdiction of its branches 
to Chorus Equity.

There’s 2 stranger in the midst of this 
Week’s bill,-and the stranger is Irene 
Taylor, radio singer. She's referred to 
in that light, for the other acts have 
been seen time and time again at either 
this house, the State or the Roxy. And 
it is unfortunate that Miss Taylor is 
responsible for letting down a bill that 
otherwise would have been a humdinger 
in speed and sock. Runs 64 minutes 
and there’s not a stall during the entire 
clocking. Pix is George White’s Scan- 
dals. House was packed with the 25- 
cent trade at this show.

In producing The New Yorkers Ana- 
tole Friedland has provided a show that 
for color, production numbers and ward- 
rcbe has not yet been equaled in any 
Other tab or condensed musical version 
to date. Besides this he has the best 
trained line of chorus girls that has 
yet appeared here in any unit show 
with classy routines, which are credited 
to Bobby Connolly. 


What comecy there is is of a quiet 
variety, provided mostly by George 
Givot with his Greek dialect and Fred 
Sanborn’s pautomimic efforts, not to 
forget Normar Frescott’s comedy mental 
telepathic act, which is worked with 
Givot and Sarborn. The show has sev- 
eral scenes, of which the opening number 
with Uluminated Times Square drop; the 
Radio City scene, in which the chorus 
as ushers and later as Roxyettes exe- 
cuted a clever military and precision 
routine that elicited much applause, and 
the exotic Oriental episode were the 
most effective. In the last-named num- 
ber Friedland has produced perhaps the 
most beautiful number in the whole 
production and has outdone himself in 
magnificent costumes and lighting. 


Fred Sanborn has a spot by himself 
during the shew, at which time he made 
a hit with his xylophone work, playing 
Wagon Wheels with six mallets and 2 
bit of Light Cavalry, intermingling his 
instrumental efforts with a bag of com- 
edy tricks. Dawn O'Day, a clever tap- 
ster, contributed a couple of routines, 
leading the chorus in a pajama number 
at one time.

Again the Music Hall hasn’t much 
stage show, but what it has is worth 
while.

Only two 
numbers, the first running 7 minutes 
and the second 12 minutes. But to- 
gether with the console number, the 
overture, a Silly Symphony short and 
the newsreel the whole jayout runs an 
even hour.

Dick Leibert’s time at the console 1s 
spent on such music as the Florodora 
number and Indian Love Cail. After the 
animated short the symphony ork and 
the Choral Ensemble merge for a pot- 
pourri of Russian airs. Very well done, 
both instrumentally and vocally. Evelyn 
Duerler solos effectively, and Arturo de 
Filippi does a fair job. 


The first of the stage numbers is han- 
dled by the ballet corps and Nina Whit- 
ney, soloist. It’s labeled The Water Lily, 
which is easily guessed, for the setting 
is true to life. The beauty is further 
enhanced by the clever lighting. For a 
moment the iJlusion of a pend is marred 
when the ballet doés its dancing on the 
waterlike surface.

This 
audience went for the puppet comedy 
hook, line and sinker. 


Gypsy Nina, the CB broadcaster, had 
an easy time selling he: songs to her 
own accordion accompaniment. Look- 
ing attractive in a white gown, she war- 
bled severa! pops and foreign numbers 
into the mike, and had to return for 
an encore. 


Charley Foy and Cousins were a strong 
laugh getter with zany comedy. Foy 
has four noisy and queer-looking stooges 
running in and out for quick bits and 
also one girl, Mary O’Dofinell. She is on 
for some mild singing. Foy himself 
sings and gags and also paces the bits. 

Carnera then came on to a big hand, 
the audience being strictly a Carnera 
mob. clowned with the heavy- 
weight champ a bit, and then Carnera 
got into the ring for two rounds each 
With two sparring partners. It’s mostly 
phony punch pulling, but the customers 
apparently didn’t mind. The house al- 
most emptied after the Carnera act.

Loew’s State, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, March 23) 


On stage and screen, blended, the 
State has a better layout than in @ 
number of weeks. That goes both for 
entertainment and drawing power. Even 
the weather, unpleasantly bleak and 
biting, favored the box office. But it 
wasn’t there; at least not as one would 
expect at the second show. Try to 
figure out the whims of cash customers, 
particularly in March. Others have 
tried—and are now testing the thickness 
of their skulls in padded cells. 


Benny Meroff is at the head of the 
stage contingent in one of the best acts 
of its kind in all showdom. A chastened 
Joe Frisco trails along in the junior 
position. And on the screen is The 
Cat and the Fiddle, something pleasant 
and tuneful, with Novarro and Mac- 
Donald. The Meroff mob stand out 
above everything else. And we believe 
they would on any show. 

The Duponts, juggling couple, are 
considerably more than passable in the 
opener. Man has a keen sense of com- 
edy values, weaving panto into his ex- 
pert and intricate ball and club jug- 
gling. Girl does similar work, but 
straight and less of it. The punchy 
windup of the well-mounted turn cor- 
sists of a ball-bouncing demonstration 
of tympany. Man’s encore piece, con- 
sisting of slowly eating one of the 
juggled items, is a corker. Great hand 
at this show. 

Jay Seiler and Frances Wills are 4 
dance team fully deserving of their 
being lifted out of the usual closing 
spot. They’ve got class, unusual ability 
and fine production. Seiler rarely 1s 
entirely serious. Even when working 
straight with his partner Seiler conveys 
the impression of having his tongue in 
his cheek. This attitude, far from being 
offensive, causes him to make an en- 
viable impression. Miss Wills’ forte bit 
is her acrobatic solo, and Seiler was well 
liked here in his bit on crescent-shaped 
Skis. At the ivories for the pair is 
Burt Milton. 

Charles Carlile, radio tenor, had to 
rely solely on his pipes to make an im- 
pression. It is to the credit of his de- 
livery that he succeeded. Carlile is one 
of the boys who has to stick close to the 
gadget. That's where Morton Downey 
has it on most of them. With a string 
of pops this honey-voiced youth drew 
consistently encouraging hands and a 
legitimate encore. Good opportunity for 
@ sale here of that lapel mike they 
introduced on Broadway last week. It’s 
only 25 bucks, Charley. 

Joe Frisco (poor Joe!) was like a lamb 
in December without her wool coat 
They cut most of Joe’s rifties and he 
Was left with some hoofing, the hanky- 
rabbit bit and the familiar belly rolling 
with his girl assist. The Frisco dance 
wound up the act proper, and Joe 
encored with a takeoff on Bill Fields. 
Latter not so hot. If they cut refer- 
ences to hotel dicks Joe would have to 
do a dumb act. They know him here, 
Judging by the ovation. 

Benny Meroff climbs and climbs. 
Purty soon he will overshadow most of 
the spurious articles whose sparkle 
seems to be genuine from afar. Benny 
and his 16 musical bandits are more 
than a mere band; considerably more in 
entertainment value than 99 out of 100 
complete vaude shows booked these 
days. This act has everything. Talented 
musicians, belly-quaking comedians, 


punchy specialties and a spirit and di-

time. Benny is a great improvement 
over his old clever self.

Count Berni Vici’s unit show, Spices 
of 1934, occupies the stage bill at the 
Earle Theater. and some of the customers 
gasped at the sophistication of this 
colorful offering. It is a well-staged 
affair, and a bit better than the average 
viude revue unit. It was greeted by 
much applause and a good-sized audi- 
ence. 


The show is opened by Bobby (Uke) 
Henshaw, who appears before the cur- 
tain as master of ceremonies and then 
does a novel introduction gag, circu- 
lating among the audience, shaking 
hands and introducing the customers to 
each other. 

The flash opening is well staged with 
Vici first appearing on the bare stage 
with his violin, As the curtain parts it 
reveals 2 double-decker stage, with pos- 
inz girls on top and two violinists in the 
spotlight. The bottom tier separates, re- 
vealing the girl orchestra of 15 pieces, 
attractively gowned in green.

The AFA’s charter completes the proc- 
ess of bringing all actors in this coun- 
try and Canada under the AFL banner. 
The Four A’s, which is the AFL inter- 
national union covering actors, now has 
the following members: Actors’ Equity, 
Chorus Equity, Grand Opera Choral Al- 
liance, Hebrew Actors’ unions of New 
York and Philadelphia, Hebrew Chorus 
unions of New York and Philadelphia, 
Hungarian Actors’ Union, German White 
Rats, Burlesque Artists’ Association, 
Singers’ Guild of Los Angeles and vicin- 
ity, and the APA. 


Membership cards of the various Four 
A’s unions are interchangeable. That 
is, a member of one union can play in 
the jurisdiction of another union and 
pay his dues to the organization under 
whose jurisdiction he is playing when 
exch dues period is up. AFA cards will 
not be interchangeable in legit, however, 
for another six months, according to 
Paul Dullzell, executive secretary of the 
Four A’s. This precaution is taken to 
prevent the AFA being used es a cheap 
entrance into legit.

ter -ituation is due to the fact that nine 
of the leading music publisher de- 
fendants settled out of court for a total 
of approximately $52,000, as reported at 
length in last week’s issue of The Bill- 
board. These nine publishers agreed at 
the time they paid from $8,000 a piece 
down that they would in future refrain 
from making the MDS their sole sales 


agent. 

Publishers who settled will not receive 
their meney back from Max Mayer, and 
there is considerable regret that Warner 
Brothers, who started the settlement- 
out-of-court idea, was able to sway six 
other big publishing houses in addition 
to their own three subsidiaries, Wit- 
mark; Harms, Inc., and Remick. War- 
ner Brothers being a motion picture 
concern first and music publishers last, 
‘ke all movie organizations who are 
sued regularly for various reasons, 
mostly on stories, decided to do the 
usual thing and settle the Richmond- 
Mayer suit out of its “nuisance fund” 
and get the thing out of the way, as 
well as save being the goat and paying 
three times as much as music men with 
Only one owned esta t in the 
event the case was lost. 


MDS Fate in Doubt 


“Fhe question now confronting the 
music men who WON the case in a bat- 
tle to save the MDS is how are they 
really going to save the central bureau. 
Nine of the leading firms have agreed 
not to use such a bureau in the future. 
A special meeting of the publishers was 
held yesterday afternoon in the office of 
John G. Paine, chairman of the board 
of the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association. 

Publishers finally decided to appoint 
a committee to look over the situation 
and if necessary take legal means of 
keeping the MDS intact. Possibly a 
loophole will be found whereby an in- 
junction can be gotten out to restrain 
the nine publishers from being non- 
exclusive with MDS, since they were 
signed with MDS at the time they 
agreed to settle with Mayer.

One-man judgment on sie a thing of the past as WOR, 
WNEW and WMCA settle down to battle of leaderchip— 
chain caliber to be used—CBS also improving 


NEW YORK, March 24.—Baitle for leadership among the indie stations cover- 
ing the Metropolitan area now appears to be in full swing, altho indicated ever 
since WNEW threw its hat into the ring and began operations with 20 commercial 
accounts, To date WOR is the acknowledged leader, of pioneer origin and 50,000- 
watt power which is to be further increased, perhaps to 500,000. WOR has an 
approximate total of nearly 40 hours per week sold, while WNEW, the newcomer, 
and also a Newark outlet, is gaining in leaps and bounds with over 30 commercials 


on its books, most of them on several 
times weekly. WMCA is the third sta- 
tion, an oldtimer, but which never 
seemed to establish a real high-grade 
style of production department and a 
commercial showing that was only 


_Spasmodically progressive. 


WMCA, with the recent change in 
managerial direction which brought 
George B. Storer into the fold from 
Detroit and who has since made 
numerous changes in personnel, seems 
likely to put its best foot forward in 
earnest and is starting at the root of 
the trouble which is apparently in the 
poor type of programs that have been 
offered. 

Almost on the selfsame day, both 
WNEW and WOR formulated plans for a 
Program Board which is to pass on all 
talent. This move takes the proposition 
out of the hands of any one individual 
ard brings a consensus of opinion from 
the best minds in the organization. Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company originated 
the Program Board stuff and there is no 
deviation from this procedure. The 
indies have all been propositioned on 
being the local outlet for a so-called 
“third chain” and at least one of them 
is seriously considering such a future 
move, 

PROGRAM BOARDS 

WNEW’s order for the Program Board 
came from Milton H. Biow, head of the 
advertising agency which bears his 
name and who is directing the destinies 
of the station. Biow has formulated 
about 10 hard and fast rules. First and 
last, however, no talent is to go on the 
station unless auditioned and ac- 
cepted by the Program Board. Bernice 
Judis, station director, and Wes Wilcox 
will hear prospective talent and if in 
their opinion the artist has possibilities 
the Program Board will do its stuff. 

On ‘Friday night of each week or 
sooner the talent going on WNEW for 
the following week is to be presented to 
the board and subject to acceptance by 
a majority vote only. No fill-in excuses 
will be taken since ample house artists 
have been installed. 

“Talent not fit for chain operation 
cannot go on this station,” is one of the 
rules laid down by Mr. Biow. The WNEW 
board comprises Wes Wilcox, artists’ pro-

LOS ANGELES, March 24.—General 
Petroleum Corporation paid Don Lee 
$50,000 for the all-day broadcast today 
which used 15 hours of time on the 
complete CBS-Don Lee Coast unit of 12 
stations. The equivalent of 156 hours of 
time was purchased and marks the big- 
gest single broadcast in radio history; 
eight studios were utilized to handle the 
mass of talent and detail connected 
with The Biggest Show in History. 


The broadcast represents the culmin- 
ation of months of planning on the part 
of the sponsor and the executives of the 
Don Lee network, Starting at 7:30 this 
morning, the show continued until 12 
midnight without a preak except for 
cne brief interval to permit the release 
of previously contracted Columbia com- 
mercials from the East. ‘The show com- 
mandeda the talents of one full sym- 
phony orchestra, three concert orches- 
tras, six dance bands, two brass bands,

Radio To Play 


Important Part 


In Chicago’s 1934 World’s Fair 


CHICAGO, March 24.—Radio will play 
an important part in this year’s World's 
Fair. More music and more high-class 
entertainment will be broadcast from 
the fairgrounds in 1934 than last year 
and there will be a number of features 
that were not in evidence in 1933. 

Announcement of the fair’s radio 
plans was made this week by Stephen 
Trumbull, in charge of the fair’s radio, 
following a conference attended by 15 
radio executives—station managers, sta- 
tion operators and chief engineers. Ac- 
tual broadcasts from the grounds will 
start six weeks before the Official open- 
ing date. NBC, CBS, WLS and WGN 
will maintain offices on the fairgrounds. 
Fine orchestra: music, originating at the 
fair, will be broadcast regularly over the 
various networks, Coast-to-Coast. Fif- 
teen weekly programs, Coast-to-Coast, 
are now carrying as a part of their 
regular announcements, “This program 
comes from Chicago, the World's Fair 
city for 1934.” A}l Chicago stations and 
all networks have begun active co-oper- 
ation in publicizing the fair. 


Under the vast hookup some 200 sta- 
tions will broadcast World’s Fair pro- 
grams. Thirty pickup locations on the 
grounds will be pressed into service. 


Amateur broadcasting, short wave, will 
have a place 1t the fair. Three short- 
wave transmitters will be set up in the 
Travel and Transport Building. These 
and the amateur exhibit will be under 
direct charge of the World’s Fair Radio 
Amateur Council Responsibility for 
this section is in the hands of FP. J. 
Hinds (W9APY-W9WR), chairman of the 
council, and L. H. Kehm (W9DDY) as 
manager. Last year the call letters for 
the World’s Pair stations were W9USA, 
for code work, and W9USB, for voice. 
Application has been made for use of 
the same call letters in 1934. 


A remote control demonstration and 
several contests will be a part of the 
radio setup. A number of manufacturers 
have arranged to display materials and 
equipment for short-wave radio work. 
Important manufacturers will have elab- 
orate displays on the grounds. 


Broadcasters Interested in New 


“Voter” Device and Will Use It 


NEW YORK, March 24.—Broadcasters 
are intrigued by the most “sensational” 


invention ':n radio since its inception, 
recently perfected by Dr. Nevil Monroe 
Hopkins, scientist and lecturer at New 
York University. The invention, the ra- 
dio-voter, which by many radio experts 
is still considered impractical, is intend- 
ed to register approval or disapproval 
of the radio 2udience of @ program so 
that the broadcaster may judge talent 
or other matters possibly more vital. The 
invention is a later development of Dr. 
Hopkins infra-red reflections. The infra- 
red development was for tabulating au- 
dience reaction in a hall or theater by 
reflecting the color of plates held by 
each member of the audience and re- 
flected back on a screen On the stage. 
He has since evolved the radio-voter. 
which is an instrument with three push 
buttons on a radio receiver. which cur- 
rent is “felt” back at tha broadcast sta- 
tion by the electric “pull.” 

The Billboard exclusively learned to- 


day that at least one large independent 
station ts interested to the point that 
execs are discussing a tieup with a large 
public utilities company. The utilities 
company is interested because of the 
potential “juice” which would be burned 
up when large numbers of radio listen- 
ers push the electric buttons. Execs of 
the station are considering an eventual 
campaign to install a half million of 
these button instruments. Their plan 
is to charge for the instruments. 

One great advantage of the system 
is possibility of a rapid vote on major 
political issues.

Ray Knight anc his Cuckoos, the lat- 
ter including help from a quartet, Mary 
McCoy, Mrs. Pennyfeather and Jack Ar- 
thur, trot out a fairly amusing routine 
of hght comedy, greatly enhanced of 
course with the voices, and the orches- 
tra conducted by Robert Armbruster. 
Presumably Knight has a good following 
and his style of humor appreciated by 
a@ sizable audience; those used to the 
slam-bang style of going after the 
laughs quite deliberately may not go for 
this type of stuff.

Front Page Dramas

—Dramatic sketch. Sponsor—The New 
York American. Station—WOR (New- 
ark). 

The American Weekly, magazine sec- 
tion found in Hearst Sunday papers 
thruout the country. has been using 
electrical transcription programs in & 
campaign of spot broadcasting in cities 
and near-by points where the various 
papers may be purchased. In some 
cases more than one station in a locality 
is being used. Magazine has a rate per 
page that is a small fortune, yet the 
fare being offered via radio is for the 
most part in “sensational” news vein, 
perhaps to capture the mass patronage 
claimed for its circulation. Usual plan 
is to dramatize one of the leading stories, 
serial or otherwise, which is to appear in 
the forthcoming issue. The condensed 
versions are usually based on stories 
written around the big news stories of 
recent date. Whenever possible the story 
is one that is readily recognized despite 
the fiction added and the names 
changed. 

This program thinly disguised the do- 
ings of a gun-moll who saves a gangster 
escaping from the police. The dialog 
is racy and within a few minutes the 
action can be foretold by those up in 
their crime news. The girl’s newest pal 
goes out to make a phone call in @ 
booth and despite the warning that 
“Chicago butchers” are in town, he en- 
ters the booth only to be the target of 
@ machine gun. Later on she takes 
charge of the gang and during course of 
an attempted stickup an innocent by- 


stander is killed. For the rest of this 
gripping bedtime story the Sunday pa- 
pers can be had. Not that no end of 
listeners get the papers anyway, but it 
is a good reminder to look the magazine 
over a little more carefully in case one 
is interested. Other features are men- 
tioned and peculiarly enough, the first 
installment of Charles Dickens’ private 
work, The Life of Our Lord, will be in 
the same issue.

John Charles Thomas

One of the country’s noted baritones 
succeeds John McCormack in the inter- 
est of Vince, the latter having sailed to 
fulfill foreign booking engagements. 
Thomas probably brings down the aver- 
age listener’s age of the prOgram’s audi- 
ence to the point where he well-nigh 
attracts the greatest number of poten- 
tial buyers of his sponsor’s product; 
compared of course to the audience that 
his predecessor catered to. As in the 
case of McCormack, the sponsor places 
the responsibility for the type of reper- 
toire to be served out upon the shoul- 
ders of Thomas. Which is a commend- 
able procedure provided the right artist 
las been chosen in the first place. 
Thomas’ opening talk paid tribute to 
McCormack and he hoped he would also 
be taken to his listeners’ hearts as they 
did the famed Trish warbler. Subse- 
quently he mentioned that he had been 
permitted to choose such selections as he 
saw fit and more or less have charge of 
his own program. ; 

He said he was anxious to sing the 
songs best loved by his audience and 
wanted them to write in, not merely 
naming various selections but also set- 
ting down their reason for the selection 
in question. It developed that Thomas 


had the happy faculty of presenting a 
well-balanced program, highly pieasing 
in @ general way and reaching most 
every type of listener even closer with 
some song or Other, which ranged from 
his opening selection, The Prologue, from 
Fagliacci, down to a charming ditty for 
the younger folk. Thomas does an ad- 
mirable job of his lines, reading them 
unusually well and the continuity was 
quite faultless. He seemed in excellent 
voice and was accompanied by the Wil- 
liam Daly Orchestra. As promised at 
the outset, there was no interruption of 
the program for advertising and this 
later was kept down to the promised 
few lines. Program may have enter- 
tainment of another nature on other 
stations during its period on the air 
but should prove itself a winner of the 
better type audience.

Radio in London 


By JOE HOFFMAN 


It is a strange paradox, but here in 
England, where they appear to have 
more lovers of jazz music than in any 
other country, there is rarely any jazz 
music at all featured over the wireless, 
or the radio as we know it. 


All over this country there are hun- 
dreds and hundreds of “rhythm clvbs” 
and “hot clubs.” The latter are clubs 
formed by the younger set for the ap- 
preciation of jazz music. Both the 
“rhythm clubs” and the “hot clubs” hold 
regular meetings. There they discuss the 
latest in jazz music. They also pur- 
chase the most recent gramaphone re- 
cordings by well-known jazz orchestras. 
These they play and study at their meet- 
ings. They discuss. technically, the 
merits of the song and its arrangement. 
Also the technique of the various in- 
strumentalists. They are familar with 
the names and the methods of the in- 
strumentalists in most popular jazz cr- 
chestras. They are, without doubt, the 
most ardent appreciators and fans of 
jazz music in the world. Holland, Scan- 
dinavia and Belgium also have their 
“hot” clubs. 


In view of the numerous students of 
jazz music in England, the lack of this 
type of broadcasting over the BBC is 
indeed strange. However, were it other- 
wise; that is, were the BBC to feature 
regularly jazz orchestras, it is not likely 
that American orchestras would be as 
popular in England as they are now. 

Lacking jazz music over the radio, 
they buy all the gramaphone records 
they can find which feature this misic. 
Since America is the forerunner of jazz, 
where it is still more predominant than 
in any other country in the world, they 
soon become vastly familiar with the 
variouS American jazz orchestras thru 
these gramaphone records. Hence, when 
an American orchestra comes tc England 
for a personal appearance it already has 
an established reputation. 


> 4 * 
Interest in Musicians 

It is doubtful if Cab Calloway, as an 
example of an American jazz conductor, 
could be more popular in America than 
he is here. It astounds us here, includ- 
ing all the boys in the orchestra, to find 
that numerous people here are not only 
familiar with Calioway and other Amer- 
ican bands. but they know the names, 
the technique and the reputations of the 
instrumeDtalists in the orchestra 4s well. 
This is rarely found in the States, where 
the leader is usually the only one known 
by name and reputation. 

Appearing at a dance or night club 
here, you will overhear a number of the 
patrons pointing out and naming most 
of the instrumentalists and most of 
the other boys in the band. In the 
States, from what we have Observed, the 
only one of interest is the leader. The 
members of the orchestra command no 
attention at all. 


Another interesting feature in this 
country, also in line with their leve for 
jazz music, is that concerts of jazz 
music are not looked upon as “freakish,” 
as they are in the States. Here it is more 
or less taken for granted when given by 
the name jazz bands. Paul Whiteman, 
Duke Ellington and maybe one other cr- 
chestra conductor of popular music have 
ever given concerts in America. The 
press and the followers of music re- 
garded these concerts in a light fashion, 
nothing to be taken seriouslv, according 
to their viewpoint. Here it draws from 
all the classes. 

Cab Callowav’s orchestra gave a con- 
cent Sunday, March 11, at the Trocadero, 
the largest music hell in London. Over 
3,200 persons turned Ont for it. The 
press regarded it seriously and it drew 
reviews of a _ serious nature. The 
strangest part of all this was that Catlo- 
way really did nothing different from 
what he does on a theater stage or in a 
night club. He didn’t forege his dancing 
or scat singing becatse it was a concert. 
He danced around, sang, mugged and 
otherwise conducted himself in his usual 
fashion, concert or no concert. And no- 
body here regarded it as strange at all. 
That's something for the bcoks. 

Some day the PBC here, when it adepts 
a change of policy, will sponsor a variety 
of ace jazz orchestras. After a while 
these crchestras will be able to tour the 
provinces, ‘vhere they will clean up a 
fortune. Right now all forms of music 
are at a comparative minimum over the 
BBC.

There is any amount of self-assurance 
and appreciation in the mind of this 
singer. After admitting that “it’s been 
a wonderful evening” and that it is a 
“shame we must part” some consolation 
is left in the hope that they will meet 
again on the morrow. In the interim the 
expected temporary separation is some- 
what appeased with the admonition that 
somebody should not forget somebody in 
their dreams. So, “while shadows creep” 
and slumber comes along. she or he will 
be in each other's thoughts if the longed- 
for dream is wholly realized. That is in 
a measure the gist of the sentiment ex- 
pounded. 

The music may be termed quite catchy, 
or, let us say, in accordance with the 
prevailing styles now current with pub- 
lishers who want to capture the masses 
with a popular ballad. Mr. Johnson 
evidently has given more care in the 
writing than in some of his previous 
numbers. However, the idea has been 
used before, of course, and comparisons 
are bound to be made.

New German Film Doubtful 


Waldemar Kaempffert, writing in The 
New York Times, discusses a new Ger- 
men television film and does not think 
well of it.

He 
scans the picture in the usual way,” ac- 
cording to Kaempffert, “which means 
that a beam of light traverses it line by 
line and that differences of light and 
shade are transmitted with the aid of 
photoelectric cells as electric impulses 
of varying strength.

(Continued from puge 4) 
should receive greater representation on 
the council started, acccrding to a 
spokesman for the group, during the 
fight of the Sailor, Beware, cast against 
the management, when the latter at- 
tempted to institute a 30 per cent salary 
cut. According to those in the group, the 
attitude of Equity was passive, in spite 
of the fact that the casts of many other 
plays sent telegrams to the Sailor, Be- 
ware, players, encouraging them and 
congratulating them on their stand. A 
meeting of actors from four companies 
was held, for the purpose, it is said, of 
getting representation on the council 
that would be in touch with the prob- 
lems of the rank and file of the organiza- 
tion, and another larger meeting was 
then called to sound the tenor of other 
casts then playing. 

The first mass meeting was held Mon- 
day night, with an unexpectedly large 
turnout. It discussed, as well as council 
representation, several other points, in- 
cluding unemployment insurance, the 
conduct of arbitrations with producers 
and the question of general salary cuts. 
The definite purpose of the meeting, 
however, was confined to seeking rep- 
resentation on the council. 


Wednesday a second mass meeting 
was held in Bryant Hall, with players 
from radio and other allied fields in- 
vited, It was the tenor of that meeting, 
according to the group’s spokesman, to 
“fight for a stronger and a hetter Equity 
and one that meant more to the rank- 
and-file actor.” To this end an effort 
was made to get people out for the elec- 
tion of the nominating committee, and a 
committee slate was selected. 


As a result, the usually routine 
nominating committee election developed 
yesterday into a contest of ballots be- 
tween these nominees and those brought 
forward by supporters of the present ad- 
ministration. The meeting, after being 
opened by President Gillmore, was ad- 
dressed by Paul Turner and Mrs. Emily 
Holt, counsel and assistant counsel of 
the association, on the questions of NRA 
and minimum wage and the CWA relief 
project. Then Leo Henning, stage man- 
ager of Tobacco Road, speaking from the 
floor, was recognized. He said that he 
had heard of the meetings that had been 
called and wonderéd what they were 
about; that he had heard a slate had 
been circulated; that he had been told 
that the younger elements in Equity 
were behind the meetings, and that he 
wondered why they had been secret, 
what was back of them and where those 
who called them received the money to 
enable them to do so. He ended by read- 
ing portions of an editorial that had 
appeared in The Daily News concerning 
the current taxicab drivers’ strike. 


Philip Lor, also speaking from the 
floor, was recugnized to reply. Loeb cited 
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names of older actors attending the 
meetings, in attempt to prove that they 
were not held by the younger elements 
alone. He stated that the tenor of the 
gatherings was definitely to strengthen 
Equity and that they were in no sense 
opposition meetings. It was their de- 
sire, he said, to elect a council that 
would stay in New York and fight for 
the actor. There was, he said, no or- 
ganization, and the money to pay for 
the meeting halls was obtained by col- 
lections from actors who attended. 


Paul Dullzell, executive secretary of 
Equity, then spoke briefly, but was in- 
terrupted by disturbances from the 
floor. He sat down after continued cries 
that he was out of order. 


After several other speeches, including 
one from William A. Brady Sr., nomina- 
tions were called for and the balloting 
began. About 18 names were offered from 
the floor, with the results of the first 
12 as follows: Selena Royle, 165; Bert 
Lytell, 159; Ernest Truex, 158; Jane Sey- 
mour, 152; Millard Mitchell, 152; Jane 
Wheatley, 149; Burgess Meredith, 149; 
Helen Broderick, 146: Morris Carnovsky, 
134; Jerome Cowan, 133; June Walker, 
122, and Elliot Cabot, 107. The six last 
named will act as alternates in case of 
the absence at the nominating com- 
mittee meeting of any of those elected. 

With the committee meeting Monday, 
the greup that elected Miss Seymour; 
Miss Wheatley and Mitchell is seeking 
over the week-end to draw up its slate 
of officers and councilmen for them to 
suggest, and it will present that slate, 
or as much of it as is finished, at an- 
other mass meeting that has been called 
for Monday at noon, before the meeting 
ef the nominating committee. 


While it is expected that the present 
administration will be upheld by the 
committee — the three members ap- 
pointed by the council carrying the 
deciding votes—it is also figured possible 
that a slate will be in the field in the 
general election, to vie with the regular 
ticket drawn up by the committee. How- 
ever, it is considered possible that the 
committee itself may draw up a com- 
promise slate, including representatives 
of both factions. The present adminis- 
tration, it is understood unofficially, feels 
that the group should be represented on 
the council and that the infusion of 
new blood in that body would do it no 


harm. Also, a real regard is held for the 
ability of various leaders of the group. 
Gillmore said today: “Nothing would 
giye us greater pleasure than to see such 
people on the council. It has been our 
desire again and again to get such rep- 
resentation. Unfortunately, in the past 
such representatives have not always at- 
tended meetings as faithfully as they 
might kave. I trust that this will be 
rectified’in the future.” He stressed the 
fact, however, that all nominations are 
now enmtjrely up to those individuals 
who are on the nominating committee. 
A spokesman for the dissenting group 
said late last night that a short pro- 
gram of what the group stands for would 
be presented at Monday's mass meeting, 
along with as much of the slate as pos- 
sible. “We hope,” he said, “that by that 
time the nominating committee will be 
unanimous in its views toward the 
strengthening of Equity.” _

He played with a splen- 
did sense of humor, but in the more 
emotional passages he alternated be- 
tween under and over playing, and sel- 
dom managed to bring thru to the cus- 
tomers the windy vastness of Death that 
is sO sorely needed for eny sort of illu- 
sion in the role. As *asy and confident 
and effective as always in the less high- 
blown passages, he gave a rather uneven 
performance. 


Jean Thomas, as Alda, did some really 
fine pretending, and so for that matter 
did Hume Cronyn, as the duke, and Eu- 
gene Elden, as Corrado. Kay Linaker 
was effective as the princess, and 
Michelle Hadley charming as Rhoda. 
Richard Clark did excellent character 
work as the old baron, and Olivette Pat- 
terson and David Windsor were adequate 
as the duchess and Eric, respectively. 
Marjcrie Trent played Grazia with a de- 
termined other-worldliness, 

Muriel Wright, Hamlet Carabba and 
Carter Blake filled the bits. There was 
no curtain-raiser. 

And now the youngsters move from 
the appreciative, friendly, applauding 
audiences at the Belasco to the cold 
pavements of Broadway, some few to 
engagements, more to disappointment 
and defeat. Broadway being what it is, 
merit won’t always be the deciding fac- 
tor. They go from the warm shelter of 
the Academy to.try their fortune on the 
cruelest street in the world. May luck 
and the mad gods.of the theater be with 
them!

It took courage on the parts of Ricn- 
ard Aldrich and Alfred De Liagre Jr. to 


produce John Howard Lawson's The Pure 
in Heart—and since poetic justice is con- 
fined chiefly to poetry, the courage went 
ill rewarded. The play is an experiment, 
and Mr. Lawson had best be allowed to 
teil about it himself. as he does in the 
program: “The Pure in Heart is an at- 
tempt to achieve a mood quite foreign 
to the realistic theater—a mocd of which 
the words spoken, the’ method of acting, 
the setting and the music are ali in- 
tegral parts. I have never been very 
clear as to the meaning of ‘expression- 
isin,’ but I do not consider The Pure in 
Heart an expressionistic play. It is 
rather an effort to bring a certain sort 

mcdern poetry into the theater. This 
is not the poetry of blank verse and 
measured sentences. It is*the poetry of 
the New York streets, the turbulent 
crude rhythm cf the dynamic world in 
which we live.” The producers went to 
great pains before the opening at the 
Longacre Tuesday night, even going to 
the extent of tossing out an entire set 
of scenery before the scheduled opening 
and postponing the play vntil a new 
set could be constructed. Yet The Pure 
in Heart closes Saturday n‘ght. 


Mr. Lawson is potentially our greatest 
living dramatist, but his vision tran- 
scends his ability. He cannot free the 
dream—except in tumultuous flashes. 
Its struggles to go free provide the 
darkling fury, the sterile ineffectiveness, 
the bewildering, hopeful, disappointing 


contradictions of his plays. The struvg- 
gle was strongly marked in the almost 
great Success Story, in which Mr. Law- 
son bad his finger on a titanic tragic 
figure and then let him escape; it is 
even more strongly marked here. The 
drama is not in the play's plot, but in 
its very sovl. A great Gream is con- 
cecived—and then it falls to pieces in so- 
phisticated and self-conscious hands 

In The Pure in Heart he attempts to 
weld the story of a little stage-struck 
lass with the varying moods and char- 
acters of the city’s symphony. He tells 
his tale episodically in brief emotional 
flashes, and he fuses it with the music 
that Richard Myers has provided, much 
in the manner of the old melodramas, 
when they still lived up to the meaning 
of their name. Sometimes the manner 
is stirringly successful; sometimes it 
falls painfully flat. 

The Fure in Heart is nct a play (i2 it 
is, it’s a very bad one); it is rather, as 
Lawson suggests, a description, an im- 
pression and a mood—a glowing, glorious 
description; a poetic, vivid, vital impres- 
sion; a blatant, wistful, muddled, con- 
tradictory, provocative mood. But as a 
play it is a cheap, unbelievable and ho- 
kum-filled meller. 


Naturally, in a piece of this type, what 
actually happens on the stage is of 
secondary importance. What matters i¢ 
how it happens—and at times at the 
Longacre it happens amazingly well. The 
play tells of Annabel Sparks, who steals 
her parents’ money in crder to come to 
New York: who gets a job in a cherus 
and loses it when she beds with the 
leading lady’s passion; who falls in love 
with the murdering ~brother of the 
show's producer, and who is killed with 
him when the police sterm their hide- 
away. It tells too of the leading lady, 
in the sorrowful decline of fading years; 
of the producer, a philosopher at rope’s 
end who has wasted a fortune; of the 
brother, a muddled lad with a gun in 
his hand; of the great director, who 
needs this Show to keep his place, and Of 
many more. There is little plot in the 
accepted sense—-and what there is is 
within the mind, rather than on the 
stage. 

The Pure in Heart, as it stands, is an 
experiment that doesn’t quite come off 
—an experiment that contains some fine 
stirring lines that deserve a better play, 
some splendid thought that deserves a 
better vehicle. 

The fact that it fails to come off is 
certainly not the fault of the prodzcers. 
They have given it lavish and loving 
care, providing one of the best physical 
productions of the season and a cast 
that is finely capable. If Dorothy Hall 
might have been improved upon as 
Annabel, at least Tom Powers and James 
Bell, as the producer and his brother. 
give two of the finest performances of 
the year. Powers in particuler walks off 
with the play. Ara Gerald is emotionally 
effective as the leading lady, Harold 
Vermilyea does an excellent jeb as the 
director and all others concerned acquit 
themselves creditably. Frances Lang- 
ford was billed to sing the one song of 
the show-within-a-show, but on second 
night she did not appear. A group of 
Albertina Rasch girls go thru a couple of 
perfunctory routines. 

Lawson seems always to confine him- 
self within the meshes of his self-im- 
posed technique—the strait-jacket, per- 
haps, of self-consciousness. He touches

After experimenting in form in The 
Pure in Heart, John Howard Lawson goes 
back to conventional presentation in 
Gentlewoman, which the Group Theater 
(in asscciation with D. A. Doran Jr,) 
presented with much Group Theater 
self-consciousness Thursday night at the 
Cort. The only one in the cast who had 
the ring of life in his characterization 
wes Lloyd Nolan, who, has had little to 
do with the Group system—and, of 
course, Morris Carnovsky, who has a 
habit of being always excellent. 

Before gray and brown backgrounds 
furnished by Mr. Mordecai Gorelik, we 
trace out the emotional cruxes of Gwyn 
Ballantine, a somewhat balmy young 
lady who has a husband interested in 
bonds and whittling; the former go 
boom, whereat he does a nice job of 
the latter upon his own throat. And his 
wife is thrown on her own and into the 
arms of Rudy Flannigan, a mvg with a 
muddled vision and, allegedly, hints of 
genius. Rudy has been introduced into 
the rich Ballantine homestead by a 
writer friend and conceives a yen for

Gwyn, which later turms into a con- 
suming love. 

So Rudy and Gwyn live together, and 
Rudy, being a mug of sorts, manages in- 
fidelity to Gwyn even while he is, with 
her, teing unfaithful to his wife in 
Chicago—and even tho he still loves her 
dearly. For Rudy is a mug given to 
iooking at facts brutally, tho not very 
straightforwardly. The infidelity gives 
rise to long discussions in which, some- 
what inexplicably, Rudy and Gwyn mix 
the contrasting motifs of economic 
theories and love, One running into the 
other as tho they were a pair of Siamese 
twins. And in the end Gwyn sends 
Rudy away to catch the train to Iowa 
City and a farm strike, while she re- 
mains to have her baby and to philoso- 
phize dully and addle-patedly about the 
opening vistas of the children of the 
future, and the littleness of modern 
lives. Since lives have been little since 
the world began, her intimated hope 
that they will be something more than 
that in the near future seems somewhat 
unfounded. 


Gentlewoman is a huge disappoint- 
ment—a far greater disappointment than 
The Pure in Heart. In the latter Mr. 
Lawson had something to say, and be- 
cause of hig experimentation he some- 
what bungled and muddled the saving. 
In Gentlewoman he seems to have very 
little to say (his characters talk endiess- 
ly, but they also talk in circles) and 
the manner of telling is bo** dul! and 
uninspired. There is consta::* harping 
on the single string of futility. uwone in 
@ pompously sophomoric manner, until 
his play begins to sound like Pomp and 
Circumstance played on a one-string 
Chinese fiddle. This corner would like 
to forget that Gentlewoman was ever 
written and go on remembering the 
dimly revealed splendor of The Pure in 
Heart. 


As intimated previcusly, Lloyd Nolah 
gives an excellent performance as Rudy. 
and Morris Carnovsky, as an incidental 
psychologist, lives up to the standerd 
we have come tc expect from him, Stella 
Adler, in the title role, also lives up to 
what we have come to expect. She sings 
her lines in her own peculiar chant, in- 
dulges in her own peculiar mannerisms 
vntil they get into your hair and under 
your skin, and ruins effect after effect 
with her own peculiar posings. Claudia 
Morgan, Lewis Leverett and Roman 
Bohnen give adequate support, and 
Zamah Cunningham is very nice as a 
mothering aunt except in those moments 
when she gets too strident. 

There seems, unfortunately, to be 
nothing lurking beyond the murk of 
Gentlevoman's writing. It’s just murk 
as fer as the eye can see.

It seems that all plays dealing with 
the Nazi oppression in Germany must be 
cut on the same pattern—probably be- 
cause of the material. The Shetter’d 
Lamp, the drama by Leslie Reade which 
was given for one performance in Lon- 
don early in the year and which Hyman 
Adler brought to Maxine Ellictt’s Thea- 
ter Wedresday night, is the third play 
on the subject to reach New York this 
season, The edge of its irdignation has 
been dulled by its predecessors, and it 
suffers by comparison with at least one 
of them, Birthright. It is neither as 
stirring, as believable nor as effective as 
the earlier play. 

One gets a bit muddled, with all these 
bright young Hitlerites breaking into 
happy homes to wreck the lives within 
them, with all these brown-shirted storm 
troopers appearing with guns and death 
in their hands; it’s hard to tell them 
apart. The Shatter’d Lamp differs from 
the formula by citing the case of a lad 
who is but half Jewish, brough* to sor- 
sow by the race of his mother. But it 


sticks to form by having as one of its 
principal characters a gentle and peace- 
loving professor. From the records a 
professor seems inevitable in a Nazi play. 
Surely the brown-shirted madmen 
vented dreadful hate upon grocers and 
fish peddlers and actors and beggars, too, 
It seems that an interesting play might 
be constructed about one of them. 


The Shatter'd Lamp is thick vith the- 
atrical trickery and with long-winded 
didactic speeches, as it tells of Professor 
Fritz Opal, married to a Jewish wife 
and so brought wnder suspicion. The 
horrcr of the family’s plight ends with 
the suicide of the wife. And then the 
professor, asked to salute the. horrible 
Tinker Bell in the dictatorial chair, hails 
bloodshed and ruin and hate and in- 
famy, and is shot by an overzealous 
storm trooper. The son escapes to the 
British embassy, where he is given pro- 
tection. 


It is written in the melodramatic man- 
ner of 15 or 20 years ago, with the pro- 
fessor bringing his dead wife to con- 
front the troopers in the parlor and with 
other hoked-up horrors of the synthetic 
school. It is not as believable as one 
would like a play about the Nazis to be; 
certainly it is nowhere near as believable 
as the intelligent, stirring and tremen- 
dously effective (effective as both propa- 
ganda and play) Birthright. 


The acting, however, goes a long way 
toward salvaging the evening. Unfor- 
tunately, Guy Bates Post and Effie Shan- 
non are not given enough to do to allow 
them to save the play, but in the last 
act they have a good portion of the 
lines, and then The Shatter’d Lamp stirs 
to splendid effectiveness in spite of its 
Synthetic action. For Mr. Post and Miss 
Shannon are troupers of the oid sctcol. 
They know hoke—and, more important, 
they know when to vse it. They know 
that the last act of The Shatter’d Lamp 
is the place for it, and some of the ef- 
fects they obtain are hair-raising and 
blood-curdling, stirring and tremendcus- 
ly moving, in spite of the ineptitude of 
Reade’'s writing. 

Mr. Post, thruout, is dignified, fine, 
sympathetic and splendidly effective as 
the professor. Miss Shanncn gives him 
splendid support as his wife. It may be 
that jaded New York fails to respond to 
players who are not afraid to show emo- 
ticn on the stage—but it doesn’t seem 
so. A sparse second-night audience stood 
up and cheered the actors at the final 
curtain and even forced an extra cur- 
tain call after the hcuse lights had gone 
up. Perhaps if some of our stage 
youngsters could take a tip or two from 
Mr. Post and Miss Shannon the stage 
would be in a less parlous position than 
it is today. 


Moffat Johnston and Katherine Stew- 
art give excellent support as a couple 
of family friends. Horace Braham is 
capital in a character role. Owen Davis 
Jr. is for the most part ineffective as 
the son, and John Buckler struts and 
postures like an animated caricature as 
the Nazi leader. 


Birthright is still the best play seen 
here concerning the German outrages.

One presumes mutiletion be- 
cause it is quite possible that the play, 
in the original French, may have been a 
delicate and tender study of adolescence. 
In the version which Mr. Oppenheimer 
wrote and the Messrs. Stiefel and Lewis 
brought to the Vanderbilt Monday night, 
it is a bawdy, leering and appallingly 
humorless farce. 

its chief character is an unpleasant 
i7-year-old moron who is _ parented 
by a doting and unhappy mother 
and a father whose job in the 
complaint department of a large store 
gives him plenty of chance to indulge 
his biologic urge. The boy's sympathies 


are with the mother, and he expresses 
his sturm und drang in a way that 
would immediately commit him to the 
looney bin im. a more orderly society. For 
one thing. he boils all the thermometers 
in the house. It would have been better 
for produceis and customers if all the 
thermometers had boiled him. 


He inherits his moronic tendencies 
from his father, who in his love- 
making is as obvious as Mr. Oppen- 
heimer’s play. In an effort to keep 
daddy from his latest indiscretion, the 
youth goes out and makes the lady him- 
self, and is so initiated by her into 
what is inexplicably known as Life. 
When ris mother finds out, she’s sorrier 
about that than she has been about his 
father’s manifold indiscretions, but she 
ends by realizing that lads, after all, will 
be lads. Whereat she gives her bonny 
chambermaid a pair of new silk stock- 
ings. 


Mary Servoss was as gcod as the play 
would allow her to be, as the mether. 
The rest spent much of their time vain- 
ly trying to appear French. So long as 
Mr. Oppenheimer was adapting. he 
might have made the locale American 
and at least put his actors at their-ease. 
Alfred Corn, as Etienne, was barely 
adequate in a part that demanded a 
great deal more. Any customer who he- 
lieved that a well-versed Delilah wovid 
really go for him will receive an A in 
credulity frem this department. Iris 
Whitney was pretty and charming as the 
chambermaid. 


A synopsis can give no clear idea of 
the play. It was as false and hollow as 
a papier-mache nose—stilted, silly and, 
at times, acutely embarrassing.

NEW YORK, March 24.—The question of the moment among exhibitors is, 


“When are the Grievance Boards going to start functioning?” 


No one seems to 


know the answer and if things proceed at the same slow pace as at present, it 
will be several months before the theater owners can get their grievances before 


their local boards. 


Every day of delav, according to most showmen, is creating 


a greater distrust ard a feeling that there is something radically wrong with the 


machinery. 
and have practically given up hope of 
ever seeing daylight for the boards. 
There are some who believe that there 
is a deliberate move afoot to keep the 
boards from operating as Jong as pos- 
sible, and exhibitor groups are getting 
ready to appeal to Gen. Hugh Jehnson 
in an effort to get some action. 


The Code Authority was chosen al- 
most four months ago and the exhibitors 
cannot understand why there has not 
been some action forthcoming. ‘They 
claim that they were led to believe that 
the business of getting to work with the 
various boards would be under way in 
six weeks, but they now feel that if the 
local boards function with the same 
speed as the Code Authority, they can 
look for little relief in their difficulties. 


One of the things that has been hoid- 
ing up the starting of the boards has 
been lack of funds. No means has yet 
been devised for raising. the mcney to 
be used in conducting the busincss, but 
a meeting is being held this week to de- 
termine the best method of taxation. 
It has been estimated by the Code Au- 
thority that $300,000 per year would 
cover the operation, but impartial ob- 
Servers feel that the amount will be 
closer to $500,000. 


Altho it has not been announced, it is 
understood that the money will be raised 
by taxing each producer a_ certain 
amount for each negative, and tax the 
exhibitor for every film he buys. Just 
what the amounts will be is to % de- 
termined by the committee now study- 
ing the situation.

Pittsburgh Goes

PITTSBURGH, March 24.—The double 
bill program is slowly but surely return- 
ing to local theaters. This is especially 
true of those palaces which are not book- 
ing “flesh” attractions for one reason or 
another and are determined to retain 
their regular admission prices. Showmen 
point the comeback of the double flickers 
to the Davis and Regent theaters, center 
houses in the downtown and East Liberty 
districts, which display two first-run 
movies at a top price of 40 cents. 
Balcony charge is 25 cents any time. 
Smaller houses must serve as rich an 
entertainment dish to attract the cus- 
tomers, the wise ones claim. 

Where second and third-run houses 
are located near each other the chase 
for box-office shekels has become more 
intense. The Roosevelt and Granada 
theaters, vhich are facing each other on 
Center avenue, have started their fight 
by cutting admission prices. The for- 
mer lowered its scale from a 25-cent to 
15-cent top when the Granada an- 
nounced a reduction of 5 cents on its 
25-cent tickets. Both offer double bills 
and shorts on the same program. On 
Saturdays, when there is a wild scramble 
for the kiddie trade, the houses have al- 
ready been known to show three features 
each, with a comedy, cartoon and a serial 
chapter thrown in for good measure.

Censorship 


Everywhere we turn lately ve hear the cry that 
pictures should be censored because they tend to make 
criminals and degenerates of the younger generation. Most 
of the howling has been coming from women’s clubs who 
see in sophisticated pictures a trend toward immorality in 
the youngsters. 


We defy anyone to produce and exhibit. We have yet 
to see a single child whose morals have been impaired by 
motion pictures. We have read of isolated instances where 
a moron has claimed that he committed a certain act be- 
cause of picture influence, but the cinema cannot be ex- 
pected to change a moron. 


In some instances the clubs advocating censorship 
are sincere. If the mothers who claim films are hurting the 
morals of children would keep their children from those 
pictures they consider harmful, it would solve the whole 
problem. Instead of passing the buck to the picture pro- 
ducers, why not put the blame where it belongs—in the 
home. 


Mothers do not give their children such books as 
**Ulysses’’ or ‘‘The Life of Oscar Wilde’’ to read. Neither 
do they send them to see such legitimate plays as ‘‘Sailor, 
Beware,”’ or ‘‘Strange Interlude.’’ Yet they will give a 
child two bits and hie him off to the picture theater with 
never a thought as to what picture he is going to see. It is 
not fair and the producer should not be held accountable, 


Just why parents feel that the picture producer should 
act as a censor of children’s morals is unknown. The pro- 
ducer makes pictures for adult consumption. He cannot be 
expected to rewrite a classic because by some chance there 
might be a child in his audience. If the child is attending 
a theater where a risque picture is being shown, the blame 
should be placed squarely on the shoulders of the parent 
who permits him to attend. 


We have yet to hear of any women’s club condemning 
newspapers and demanding that they be edit=4 for children. 
One can pick up any newspaper at random and find more 
blood-curdling gangster stuff and more exposures of flesh 
in advertising matter than can be found in all the picture 
theaters on Broadway in a year. 


Producers have been forced to censor their own adver- 
tising, for the showing of a leg might lead to the degeneracy 
of the nation. If as a nation we are inclined to go berserk 
at the sight of a female limb, then all the censorship in the 
world will not: save us. 


It is about time the censorship boys and girls took a 
sensible look at the situation. Pictures are made primarily 
for the adult. There is no deliberate move on the part of 
producer to corrupt the morals. As a matter of fact films, 
for the most part, act as a deterrent against crime. 


If parents devoted as much time and energy to choosing 
their children’s film amusement as they do in damning pic- 
tures there would be no need to fear for the future of the 
nation. 


The motion picture theater was not intended as a kin- 
dergarten. It is primarily a place of amusement. It is a 
parent responsibility to judge what is and what is not fit 
for the juvenile mind. To pass the buck to the picture pro- 
ducers is merely shirking a task that rightfully belongs to 
the mothers of the country. 
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.Y. DRIVE ON CENSORSHIP 


Bill Before Legislature Looks 
Like Wedge for National Drive 


Former Governor Smith sees great harm in censorship— 
believes no group capable of determining what is good or 
bad for public—Mrs. Belmont in national appeal 


ALBANY. N. Y., March 24.—What looks like the opening wedge for the abolition 

of picture censorship has been started here in the State Assembly. Men and women 
rominent in public life are lined up back of a bill to abolish censorship in the 
tate, and if the move is successful it will be carried out nationally. At the 
hearings this week Al Smith, former governor, testified that he is in favor of the 
abolition of censors and making it a criminal offense for any exhibitor to show 
lewd films on his screen, He stated that even censors are at odds. One group 


of censors will condemn a picture that 
another group finds okeh. He does not 
believe any single group is intelligent 
enough to determine what is and what is 
not detrimental to public morals. 
Canon William Sheaffe Chase, who is 
never absent when anything pertaining 
to pictures is involved, was present and 
argued for a stricter censorship, giving 
little or no weight to his arguments. 
It is considered very likely here that 
the bill now before the house for the 
abolition of censorship will be passed. 
The tax on film would remain the 
same, but the handling of the taxes 
would be transferred from the State De- 
partment of Education to the Auditing 
Department. 
Should the bill now before the House 
meet with defeat, there are two others 


, ready to be presented, and it is felt that 


one of the three will be acceptable to the 
legislators. 


NEW YORE, March 24.——Mrs. August 
Belmont, head of the Motion Picture 
Research Council, on a nation-wide radio 
hookup this week, stated that her or- 
ganization does not advocate censorship, 
but asks producers to give more thought 
to the production of pictures for ex- 
clusive child patronage. Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, mother of the President, also 
spoke briefly in favor of strictly juvenile 
pictures.

New Sound Device 
To Improve Films 


HOLLYWOOD, March 24.—An attach- 
ment for sound recording devices, calcu- 
lated to overcome the most serious faults 
of the present systems, will be used for 
the first time in Hollywood in the re- 
cording of Grace Moore’s picture, as yet 
untitled, which starts this week at Co- 
lumbia Studios. 


The device is described by Columbia 
sound technicians as an electrical time- 
celay circuit, so tuned as to throw the 
recording strings out of phase with each 
other whenever the recorded frequency 
approaches the inherent resonant char- 
acteristic of the tightly stretched wire 
strings. It will prevent clashing of the 
strings or “blasting” whenever certain 
frequencies are approached. 


Other improvements in sound record- 
ing which will be used in the picture 
include a greatly improved system of 
Play-backs, allowing Miss Moore to lis- 
ten immediately to her rerditions by @ 
more faithful system of wax-recording 
than has ever before been tried in Hol- 
lywood. 


Pa. Liberty Union Hts 
At Censorship Tactics 


PHILADELPHIA, March 24.—The Civil 
Liberties Union launched a campaign 
against the Pennsylvania State Board of 
Censors this week with an open letter to 
Chairman Samuel D. Schwartz demand- 
ing that the censor boerd make public 
its eliminations. Heretofore no public- 
ity has been permitted by the board ccn- 
cerning its cuts and the reasons. 


The Union takes the stand that the 
public should be permitted to know the 
extent of the shearing that is done for 
its protection. Back of the Union’s 
campaign is the desire to have the cen- 
sorship problem settled in the courts 
rather than by a censor beard.

Drastic Patman Bill Believed 
Killed for Present Congress 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—There is 
every indication that the bill presented 
by Congressman Patman, calling for 
a Federal Commission to control motion 
pictures, will not be voted on in this 
session of Congress. A hearing on the 
bill was held this week by the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The Patman bill was one of the most 
drastic ever drawn up for presentation 
to Congress, It actually took the power 
of making pictures out of the hands of 
the producers and placed them in the 
hands of a commission, which would be 
chosen by Congress, and would place 
pictures directly in the hands of poli- 
ticians. 

Among other things, the bill would 
call for drastic censorship. All manu- 
scripts would have to be passed upon by 
the commission and there would be no 
recourse for the producer. It would 
curb the interstate transportation of 
films and would tie up the distribution 
to a point where it would disrupt the 
entire system now used. 


There were some heated words at the 
hearing here. Hisses greeted Congress- 
man Connery when he stated that the 
bill would put us back in the 18th 
Amendment situation again and further 
said that the Federal Government should 
refrain from offering censorship of 
the screen or stage. 


Charlie Pettijohn, of the Hays office, 
said that not more than 20 per cent of 
the pictures now being booked are block 
booked for the entire output of any one 
company. He said that censorship has 
not had the effect of nullifying crime. 
He pointed to the fact that Chicago has 
rigid city censorship and allowed the 
listeners to draw their own conclusions 
of the results. 

Due to the limited time for discussing 
the bill, those who could not gain the 
floor were requested to submit briefs. 
These will be studied by the committee 
at a later date. 

Observers feel that the bill will never 
again come before the committee and 
that Congress will never have an op- 
portunity to vote on it.

T THE close last spring of 
the special investigation of 
gyp benefits by the District 


Attorney’s Office the leading 
Spirits in this project announced 
they would work for the passage 
of laws that would have the ef- 
fect of putting the gyps out of 
business. Magistrate Jonah J. 
Goldstein and Deputy Assistant 
District Attorney John J. Sulli- 
van were the men who made the 
promises. They have carried out 
their promises to the letter. In 
municipal government, however, 
there is many a slip twixt good 
intentions and action. 

Goldstein and Sullivan had in 
mind an ordinance that would 
make it compulsory for managers 
of theaters and halls to report a 
reasonable time in advance to the 
Department of Public Welfare 
salient facts regarding benefit 
shows booked. They would be 
required to supply this informa- 
tion on elaborate questionnaires, 
and not the least important 
among the items would be the 
names of the actual sponsors of 
the benefit, details of ticket 
charges, percentage of proceeds 
to he devoted to charity and com- 
plete information about the char- 
ity. 

Tied up with this law would 
be another, giving either the De- 
partment of Public Welfare or 
the License Department the pow- 
er to revoke the license of a hall 
of public assembly the manager 
of which fails to supply advance 
information on benefits. This 
would constitute remedial legis- 
lation without which all the fine 
work performed last year by 
Goldstein, Sullivan and various 
co-operating agencies will have 
gone for naught. 


. . 

We have it on good authority 
that Goldstein and Sullivan have 
done as much as is possible in 
their positions to obtain action 
from the Board of Aldermen. We 
are also reliably informed that 
the big mucky mucks put their 
feet down. The result has been 
that an ordinance similar to the 
one described here has not yet 
been introduced—and it will not 
be introduced unless show busi- 
ness, as represented by accred- 
ited organizations, jumps into 
the breach. 

The American Federation of 
Actors, Equity, the NVA, the 
Actors’ Fund and the various re- 
ligious guilds have an ideal op- 
portunity here to do something 
constructive for the harassed ac- 
tor. Mayor LaGuardia will lis- 
ten to reason. He can’t be ex- 
pected, however, to be both a 
good mayor and a peerless mind- 
reader. He will not know the 
real issues unless show business 


applies itself to the task of in- 
forming him, The various or- 
ganizations must get together 
without delay and pick represen- 
tatives to serve on a committee 
that will wait on the mayor. 
Only in this way, with publicity 
bringing the matter before the 
public and with the mayor con- 
vinced that a real need exists for 
the legislation sought, will all the 
work performed last year by con- 
scientious public servants count 
for something. The whole mat- 
ter has been thrown back into the 
laps of the show business. 
What will its leaders do?

During the past year condi- 
tions in the backstages of Broad- 
way de luxers have rapidly grown 
worse. We are reasonably cer- 
tain that similar conditions exist 
in the downtown sectors of the 
larger centers all over the coun- 
try. Headliners playing these 
houses are subjected to a nui- 
sance of indescribable repulsive- 
ness. It is the oid story of 
“touches” magnified a thousand 
times. No performer of known 
affluence can play any of these 
theaters without suffering every 
variety of torture possible to one 
with a heart that beats for his 
“suffering” brother. 

Panhandlers, more than 57 

varieties of phonies and every 
cripple who needs a wooden leg, 
seem to have descended on the 
backstages. The managements 
of the theaters concerned do lit- 
tle or nothing to hold back these 
hordes. It is about time that 
somebody called to their atten- 
tion a condition that undermines 
the morale of persons expected to 
be in the right mood to entertain 
patrons. With performers work- 
ing from four to five shows a 
day, actually living in the thea- 
ter, some protection should be 
given them against intrusion. 
We are not preaching a gospel 
of punch ’em and knock ’em 
down. But we know full well 
that really deserving cases don’t 
make the rounds of backstages. 
We also know that altho their 
resources are being overtaxed re- 
liable organizations witiin the 
show business can take care of 
the needs of its unfortunates. 

Last week a certain “name” 
was jockeyed into a _ position 
whereby $400 was virtually ex- 
torted in drabs and drabs: The 
theater in which she was appear- 
ing afforded her no protection. 
She knew that at least 90 per cent 
of those she helped were phonies. 
But she once tasted defeat, her 
heart is soft and she had to loos- 
en up; at least for her own peace 
of mind. This would never have 
happened if the management had 
been on the job. This $400 could 
have been directed to legitimate 
channels that would help those 
who really need it.

His principal pastime 
then was standing on his hands against 
a barn and riding horses to water 
standing up, much to the annoyance of 
several old women who knew his parents 
while they were living and who often 
remarked that the boy would never 
@mount to much or be any good. 

“When, in 1829, a circus owned by 
Asa T. Smith visited Kinston, the treat- 
ment young Rowe had received from 
guardians caused him to apply to Smith 
for a job. Smith, needing a riding act, 
hired Rowe. After four years Rowe broke 
the contract thru a court order and ap- 
peared with several shows. After leav- 
ing them he went to Cuba with a tight- 
rope walker nemed Perez. He came back 
to New Orleans, returned to Cuba, and 
later went to Central America and South 
America and stayed until 1849. When 
cholera broke out in Panama he left and 
reached San Francisco on the barque 
Tasso on October 12, 1849. 

“Rowe, always industrious, remained 
inactive Only a short time and on Octo- 
ber 29 he gave his first circus per- 
formance in the Rowe Olympic (freus 
in an amphitheater on Kearney street, 
between California and Sacramento 
streets. In the company were Mr. and 
Mrs. Rowe, Master Rafael; William H. 
Foley, clown; Signor and Signora Levero, 
rope dancers; Westcott, ring master, and

Stevens and Long. Large crowds 
brought success and the circus con- 
tinued at an admission of $3. Foley 
soon left because he could not live on 
$1,200 a month. On December 10, 1849, 
an interest was purchased by the 
favorite clown, Dave Long, and the show 
closed so that a stage could be erected 
for combined dramatic and circus enter- 
tainment. On the opening night of 
Rowe’s Circus private buxes were $5; 
boxes, $3, and parquet, $2. On April 
30, 1850, the amphitheater was pur- 
chased by the clown Foley, who operated 
it until June 14, when it burned down. 

“Rowe went to Sacramento and gave 
the first performance of its kind in the 
Pacific Theater on May 2, 1850. Private 
boxes were $5; parquet, $3; second tier, 
$2. After three months Rowe returned 
te San Francisco.”

Real Profit Coming From Them, 
Rabkin Predicts to N. E. Section 


“Glorified arcades” hailed as valuable revenue pro- 
ducers in proportion to investment—is not necessary to 
create public for this type of amusement, he says 


BOSTON, March 24.—The present-day public is so minded that there is no 
need to create a demand for game rooms in parks, and such installations are 
bound to be big sources of revenue, considering the investment, it was declared 
by William Rabkin, president of the International Mutoscope Reel Company and 
of the Skill Games Board of Trade, in an address on Making the Smaller Units 
Pay Big Dividends, before the sixth annual convention of New England Section 
of the National Association of Amusement Parks in the Manger Hotel here on 


February 27. “For the last 10 years or 
more a certain long-term weather fore- 
caster has been predicting a very severe 
winter,” said Mr. Rabkin. “For many 
years he was wrong, but this year he 
seems to be right. No doubt he will now 
be hailed as @ major prophet. 
(Laughter). 

“I hope you won't cless me with this 
kind of forecaster when I again start 
my talk today with the prediction that 
the reali profits in amusement parks are 
increasingly coming from the small 
units, such as the new modern frank- 
furter stands; small rides, such as the 
Pretzel Ride; Penny Arcades, game rooms 
and similar concessions. 


Shown by Experience 

“Seriously tho, there are more than a 
few of you present here today who can 
testify from actual experience that you 
are making considerably more per invest- 
ment from your small equipment, such 
as game rooms—very generally known as 
Sportlands—where you have invested 
possibly $3,000 or $4,000, than from ex- 
pensive rides costing you 10 times that 
much. ,

State Funds Supplement Federal 
Investment About Mammoth Cave 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 24.—Term- 
ing the measure a “revenue bill,” Gover- 
nor Ruby Laffoon approved the Handy 
bill, appropriating $250,000 to supple- 
ment Federal funds in making the Mam- 
mcth Cave area a national park. 

“The park will bring into the State 
aS much money as is produced by its 
annual tobacco crop,” the governor said. 

“State and the federal governments 
have already invested in the Cave Park 
area €2,500,000 and now own in fee 
about 35,000 acres ready to be trans- 
ferred to the government for national 
park purposes. There has been expended 
in CWA and CCC funds on this park 
$332,000, in addition to $32,000 for topo- 
graphical surveys. 

“In addition the government has al- 


located #300,000 for purchase of addi- 
tional lands in the area. There has been 
fet aside $500,000, available for roads, 
trails and bricges. The government is 
contemplating spending at least $2,500,- 
000 in building hotels, museums, hos- 
pitals and other buildings within the 
park. Under federal laws the government 
is not authorized to appropriate money 
for purchase of caves. For this reason 
the Legislature was asked to and by 
this bill appropriates $250,000 for pvr- 
chase of two caves within the area. 

“By reason of increased sale of gaso- 
line, the establishment of this park will 
in all probability double the road fund. 
Labor in building this park materially 
ome the numer now on relief 
Tolls.”

DETROIT, March 24. — The biggest 
park expansion in this area in more 
than four years is under way in East- 
wood Amusement Park, East Detrois, 
under Manager Henry Wagner.

DETROIT, March 24. — A maximum 
gate of 25 cents on any attraction, in- 
cluding the grand stand, will mark a 
new step and is expected to greatly 
build attendance at 1934 Michigan State 
Fair, it' was announced by Col. H. 8. 
Eeker, assistant secretary and active 
manager of the new board, in telling 
of plans. 

A new feature from an entertainment 
standpoint will be a tent, 280 by 120 
feet, seating 5,000, for a big cabaret-type 
show. Continuous performances will be 
given, with refreshments served. 

Detroit Food show has been incor- 
porated into the fair by arrangement 
with William Cusick, of the Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association, and 4,000 members will 
be plugging the fair. Food Show at- 
tendance, formerly running to 250,000, 
will be added to gate figures. Two 
buildings, Machinery and Main, will be 
used to house the Food Show. 

Negotiations are under way to bring 
the Road Builders’ Show and National 


Dog Show to Detroit, incorporating them 
into the fair. Many national advertisers 
are being induced to take space at the 
fair on strength of the Food Show for 
the first time. 


Parking grounds are being rearranged 
to accommodate 7,500 cars. The most 
thoro reconstruction ever seen on the 
grounds will shortly be under way. A 
new clubhouse is being built for Michi- 
gan Racing Association, which has leased 
the grand stand and grounds for racing. 

The racing association is paying about 
$€00,00C a year into the State treasury, 
this to be devoted solely to fairs, State 
and county, and to agriculture. With 
this fund as a backing, the new board 
of managers is able to plan more com- 
prehensively for the fair.

Sponsler Blames 


Change in Policy 


HUTCHINSON, Kan., March 24. — A 
change in policy of the executive com- 
mittee of the State board of agriculture 
in charge of Kansas State Fair was re- 
sponsible for the break with A. L. Spons- 
ler, who is out as secretary after more 
than 30 years in that office. 

In 1901 a motion was adopted by the 
old State fair board making the secre- 
tary the “chief executive” to carry out 
the policy of the board, Mr. Sponsler 
Said, and when he took office the same 
rule applied and was not changed until 
last summer. He said that then “the 
policy of the executive committee 
changed in fact by placing all authority 
in the president of the fair, which, in a 
general way, reduced my office practical- 
ly to that of a clerk, altho I still acted 
as executive when the committee was 
not in session and when the president 
Was not present. 

= course, such a condition could 
not last in any business organization 
and the board stood by the president in 
its announced attitude that ‘this board 
(meaning the committee) is running 
this fair... No such condition exists 
in any other State fair in this country, 
nor in any private corporation. Every 
public institution also has an executive 
officer. Someone must be in an exec- 
utive position in charge of the business 
Therein lies the fundamental difference 
between the board and myself. 

“Having had charge of the fair for 
more than 30 years, I would not agree to 
surrender my position to someone less 
competent to conduct the State fair. In 
all that time I had many pleasant meet- 
ings with my board and we consulted 
concerning all important matters, and 
then went ahead. 

“It is therefore obvious why I did not 
resign upon the request of the present 
fair board and why I would not take 
the place of a clerk under a management 
which assumes dictatorial contro!.” 


Matheson After British Aid

(B. C.) Exhibition Association, sailed 
from 8t.

Agricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From March Summary by U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. 


WINTER WAS HARD 

Last month was a hard one on winter 
wheat, meadows and pastures in the 
Eastern part of the country. The ex- 
tremely cold weather drove the frost deep 
into the ground and worked havoc, which 
will not be fully apparent until next 
summer. It has been a hard winter on 
live ctock and has cost farmers a con- 
siderable loss of stored potatoes, vege- 
tables and fruit. Following several cold 
waves there have been periods of un- 
seasonably mild weather in the West. 

It has had an effect upon milk pro- 
duction. By the first of February pro- 
duction per cow was averaging only 11.61 
pounds a day, compared with 12.74 
pounds a year ago, which is a decrease of 
nearly 9) per cent. 

The movement of grain and certain 
other crops to market has tended to slow 
down since the first of the year, but live 
stock and live-stock products have con- 
tinued to move in fairly heavy volume. 

Export movement in January showed 
some falling off in wheat, tobacco and 
pork products. Apple export’ were mod- 

eratelvy large and cotton shipments held 
up fairly well. 

The cold storage situation still shows 
a heavy stock of butter, in spite of a 
large outward movement during January. 
Supplies of pork and beef in storage, 
while larger than a year ago, are about 
average. 

INCREASE IN CATTLE 


The annual inventory of live stock 
on farms, made as of January 1, showed 


a 3 per cent increase in cattle during last 
year, but 9 per cent decreases in hogs, 
1 per cent in sheep and 2 per cent in 
horses. The total number of farm ani- 
mals, reckoned on a comparable unit 
basis, showed practically no change dur- 
ing the year. The number of milk cows 
increased about 3 per cent, as did heifer 
calves. In the case of horses, it is signifi- 
cant that the trend of production at last 
appears to have turned upward—for the 
first time in many years the number of 
young colts shows a substantial increase 


Higher prices for horses, mules and 
sheep more than offset the declines per 
head in cattle and hogs, so that the total 
value of the farm animals on January 1. 
1934 ($2,854,000,000) was about 7 per 
cent larger than a year previous. The 
value of hogs and pigs per head. $4.16, 
was the lowest since 1897. 


The general rise in prices of farm 
products was reflected in the figures on 
farm income compiled last month. In- 
come from agricultural production in 1933 
was about $6,114,000,000. This, added to 
about $289,000,000 of rental and benefit 
payments from the A. A. A., made a total 
farm income of %6,403,000,000 for the 
year 1933, which was 24 per cent larger 
than that of the previous year. The 
main increases were from vegetables, 
grains and cotton, but all the major farm 
enterprises returned a larger income ex- 
cept dairy and poultry. The gross in- 
come from cotton was a half larger than 
in 1932 and from gain was nearly 
doubled. 


Secretarv H. B. Kelley, “our grand-stand 
patronage in the afternoon was mate- 
rially decreasing. However, with the ad- 
dition of the night fair and the use of 


entertainment betwten races, we have 
greatly increased our gate and grand- 
stand receipts. If we had continued 


without these added attractions it would 
have been impossible to show a profit 
during the last four years of depression. 
This year our plans will include stage 
acts with outstanding aerial numbers.” 


Ionia Free Fair—Intention here is to 
book a revue again, having engaged 
units since 1926 to excellent grosses. 
Evening receipts are always a little 
better than the afternoon receipts. Fred 
A. Chapman, secretary, says that Ionia 
endeavors to give the patrons a different 
show at night than in the afternoon, 
thus helping repeat business.

However, there 
are some stunts that can be pulled with 
some success. First of all, you must 
consider the amusements persons usual- 

*ly indulge in that may keep them away 
from tanks at night and that make pro- 
visions for these diversions. First of alli, 
there’s bridge. A great many persons 
play bridge at night and if you can ar- 
range for bridge parties on the veranda 
or porch around your pool, I believe you 
can get some persons to indulge. Then 
there’s the motion pictures. These, 
probably more than anything else, keep 
persons from night swimming. Still, if 
svim pools would offer mction pictures 
once a week, or even nightly if possible. 
I’m sure they could increase their night 
patronage a great deal. I remember the 
old Lafayette pool in Long Beach, Long 
Island, used to feature pictures at night 
and it proved a great selling point.

Cities Are ene a 
It Will Help Concessions 
The Roundups to the Fore 
Two Park Execs Pass Away 
The Chatter of the Week

(New York Office) 


HAT with one thing and another, 
the big cities have got themselves 
into quite a mess. Their ex- 

chequers are in such a confused, not to 
say uncertain, state that teachers and 
a lot of the other city slaves are holding 
the bag. In other words, the once thriv- 
ing municipalities need new revenue and 
they need same fast, if not very much 
sooner. What are they going to do about 
it? You will soon see. 


What has all this got to do with 
amusements presented under the sky? 
Plenty., The big cities are going circus 
and carnival, which may or may not be 
a@ bad idea. I say if it’s a good circus 
and a good carnival that is being aped, 
it’s a swell idea for your city and mine. 
The circus lives greatly by color and 
stunts, The cities are going colorful and 
stunty by launching the best laid plans 
put forward by the mice and men who 
labor for us, the so-called constituency. 
The cities can think of nothing more 
fascinating and get-rich-quick than lot- 
teries. How does the carnival fit into the 
picture? I present you the compelling 
spectacle of real honest-to-goodness 
games, which, any way you look at them, 
resemble lotteries in miniature form, 
Any time a man places a given amount 
on a number on the chance that he 
may win something over and consider- 
ably above his original investment, it 
constitutes a lottery. On the stock 
market they deal with commodities and 
issues and utilities and those things 
rather than with numbers, but the idea 
is about the same and it’s a lottery all 
the way thru. You may have your own 
ideas about the stock exchange, and I 
assume you have plenty to say about 
them, especially since 1929 (remember?), 
but the government is practically in on 
the play, or wants to be, which is very 
fine indeed, for a lot of prestige is added. 
If city pappies father lotteries it presages 
@ more liberal attitude toward game 
stores thruout the country. Cities can’t 
sponsor lotteries and tell a concessioner 
he can’t do the same for his own business. 
That would be too obviously incon-

sistent, wouldn't it, mates? I look for- 
ward with a great deal of optimism, 
therefore, concerning game devices, and 
I think that the cities are getting wised 
up at the right time. 


Incidentally, I'm not talking for grift 
games. I'm giving the official approval, 
in case you're interested, to legitimate 
games, which may be illegal, and are, in 
some towns and cities. A legitimate 
game will have a better chance once the 
lotteries become the national custom, 
with the national nod of approval ren- 
dered. If what are known as legit games 
are still declared illegal in some areas 
those areas will have to change their 
laws around, I'm afraid, if they are 
going in for the lottery. 


It looks like the rodeo is vying with 
the revue this year for grand-stand 
predominance at fairs. Trenton, N. J., 
gives every indication of booking the 
roundup item, as does the Eastern 
States Exposition, Springfield, Mass., 
both of which are familiar with the 
pastime. Dallas, Tex., will probably 
have the same show that Springfield 
books. Why not rodeos in the after- 
noons and revues in the moonlight?

Constructive Plans, Not Defense, 


Should Be Motive of Trade Groups 


By F. E. TURNER 


Address delivered at Michigan AMA an- 
nual meeting, Detroit 


Two sets of conditions face every 
business man today. First, there are 
those factors Outside of his business and 
outside the business of his immediate 
competitors under which he may exer- 
cise control only indirectly thru the 
expression of his own opinion on gen- 
eral economic and social conditions. 


Second, there is tiat group of condi- 
tions which each man in.a business is 
in a position to control with the intel- 
ligent co-operation of the other mem- 
bers Of his trade or industry thru the 
establishment of intelligent, collective 
action of his trade association. 


In coming before you today I want 
first to emphasize my feeling of the 
responsibility rather than my feeling of 
authority. If I can bring you something 
today which will help you in your in- 
dividual business to see a clearer path 
for the immediate future it will not be 
because of any supermind, but because 
perhaps I have been in a unique posi- 
tion to observe and contact with the 
problems of not only this, but other 
associations as well. What I shall say is 
the result of a wish to be of practical 
service and not in any desire to pose 
as a prophet. 

I have said that the first group of 
eonditions which govern the progress of 
business today are those conditions 
which lie outside the immediate control 
of the individual or of the group. They 
are having a profound influence on 


business. Many plans have been sug- 
gested and many panaceas presented as 
Temedies for these general conditions. 
The press has been filled with reports of 
hearings, meetings and of discussions of 
these major problems. Perhaps it is fair 
to say that the greatest value of all 
these panaceas lies in a fact that they 
show the inventiveness and the purpose- 
fulness of the human mind are still our 
greatest asset, in spite of the tre- 
mendous difficulties that face us. We 
have read reports of international 
economic conferences, of economic plan- 
ning, of technocracy, of peace-time war 
industries boards, of dictatorships and 
scores of other major proposals. This is 
not the time or place to discuss them. 
My purpos: in mentioning them is to 
point out that every plan, by whomever 
suggested, rests for its final success in 
a@ democracy like the United States on 
the imagination, courage and resource- 
fulness of the individual. Plans succeed 
only on the basis of the honesty, the 
purposefulness and the patriotic public 
service of the individuals who work with 
them. 

One major thread of purpose emerges 
from all this discussion of panaceas 
which I can carry into the discussion of 
the second group of conditions that face 
business, and that is the concept that 
if we are to have an ordered progress 
in our country it must come from a 
more ordered conception of the social 
responsibilities of business as a whole 
and of a profound belief in the ability 
of the human mind to match itself 
against complex economic problems.

Merchants warned to ask 
for credentials from of- 


ficers seeking machines

DALLAS, March 24. — A State-wide 
movement by State Rangers and local 
Officials against the hijacking of pin 
games and other machires assumed 
greater proportions here this week with 
the arrest of a well-known operator. He 
was accused of receiving stolen property 
because officers identified stolen ma- 
chines by serial numbers in the house 
where he was staying. The defendant's 
attorney stated that the charges were 
provoked by rival operators. Nine other 
arrests have been reported at Longview 
and Gilmore. 

The cases of hijacking are usually 
done by men posing as officers and are 
reported to be a source of considerable 
annoyance to merchants here. Mer- 
chants who operate pin games or slot 
machines seldom challenge persons who 
come in and take the machine saying 
they are officers. As a result, when the 
operator Or owner of the machine goes 
to the officials to get his property back 
he cannot understand why police au- 
thorities do not have the machine. 

Considerable undue criticism has been 
Girected at police officials, it is said, 
because they could not produce certain 
machines. Before allowing any person 
to take any kind of machine from their 
places of business, merchants have been 
advised to ask the officers to show their 
credentials.

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FOREIGN NEWS DEPT. 


War Threat in 
Europe Wanes 


LONDON, March 24. — Confidence 
grows that Europe will maintain peace, 
which will encourage fcreign trade in 
many ways. The financial editor of a 
London daily broadcast his views after 
returning from a recent trip tc New 
York, saying that “among business men 
I fourd general agreement that improve- 
ment is continuing and is likely to con- 
tinue thru 1934.” Business improvement 
in both England and America is calcu- 
lated to encourage trade between the 
two countries in all lines where tariffs 
and quotas do not prohibit. 


The problem of quotas is far more 
serious than tariffs at the present time. 
Prance has recently made new announce- 
ments putting several new lines under 
the quota system. Spain so far is the 
only covntry that has mentioned coin 
machines specifically, putting a ban on 
the operation of many types of these 
machines, France is said to be recover- 
ing slowly from the Civil War of a few 
weeks ago and the sales Of English coin- 
machine firms to the French trade have 
continued along fairly well. Business 
depression is Said to be severe in France, 
a fact which will probably help in form-’ 
ing a proposed trade treaty between 
England and France. 

Living conditions in England, which 
show up in the popular play of coin 
devices, indicate that the cost of living 
is no higher than a year ago and is 
still 15 per cent lower than in 1929.

and immediate attention. The 
joint efforts of our government and of 
the progressive business men of America 
will enable us to attain our Objective in 
restoring American foreign trade. 
“Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Prank A. Vanderlip speke at the din- 
ner, urging his hearers to give more at- 
tention to the larger issues in foreign 
trade rather than trying to promote 
temporary sales. 


© in Desire Trade 


WASHINGTON, March 24. — Both 
American and French importers in Paris 
are said to agree that American products 
would find a much better market in 
Prance in the event a mutual agreement 
can be reached on quotas and tariffs. 
American exports to Prance might easily 
be doubled or trebled under more fa- 
vorable conditions, it is said. 

In order to make this possible it will 
be necessary to make important trade 
concessions to France in return, espe- 
cially as France usually buys from ths 
United States about twice as much as it 
Sells the United States. 


Holland Is Pros 


WASHINGTON, Marc “y . — Holland, 
reported to be America’s fifth best cus- 
tomer, is anxious for better tariff rela- 
tions with this country. Last year Hol- 
land bovght machinery from the United 
States, including small quantities of 
coin machines, amounting to $3,000,900. 
Holland also bought $7,000,000 worth of 
machinery from England and $30,000,000 
from Germany. Most of their coin ma- 
chines are bought from Germany. Dutch 
firms reported in 1932 that American 
coin machines were too high, and that 
American firms were not interested in 
their business. 


Terms Made With Cuba 


HAVANA, March 24.—Trade prospects 
with the United States are looking 
much brighter here, with the formation 
Cf a commercial agreement which will 
be ready about April 15. It is understood 
that loans will be made to Cuban indus- 
try and the government. This is ex- 
pected to stimulate employment thru- 
out the country, and the increased cir- 
culation of money will increase the pat- 
ronage of amusemert devices in the 
cities. Greatest benefit will be the im- 
proved atmosphere in Cuba. 


Money Exchange 
Delays Exports 


CHICAGO. March 24.—The secretary 
of the Export Managers’ Club urged 
firms here this week, particularly those 
interested in trade with the Latin- 
American countries, to devise some plan 
te alleviate handicaps resulting from 
money exchange control in a number of 
countries. The official suggested the 
possibility of a system of barter which 
might take the place of cash transac- 
tions in closing deals. 


“Mony Chicago companies have orders 
on their books which they cannot ship 
because of the delay in payment. In the 
case of Brazil in addition to a normal 
period of two months or less required to 
complete a transaction the exchange 
control committee imposes a further de- 
lay in payment for goods of from two to 
four months or even longer. 

“This situation is made more intoler- 
able by the fact that the Chicago manu- 
facturer knows his customer has paid 
his bill to the exchange control commit- 
tee. Banks here will discount a bill and 
if payment is not made after a 30 or 60- 
a 


“When proof has been presented that 
the customer has paid his bill to an ex- 
change control committee the dis- 
counted paper should be as sound as a 
banker’s acceptance. 


“Undoubtedly there are many ex- 
porters in the Chicago district who also 
do some importing. Of course, there are 
also many in the Middle West who only 
impcrt. I suggest there be set up some 
sort of a clearing house thru which ex- 
porters could get rid of products taken 
in exchange for their wares. Such a 
clearing house would be of advantage to 
both importers and 

“Por example, in a recent ‘transaction 
I received a small amount of attar of 
roses from Bulgaria in payment for auto- 
mobile parts. Attar of‘roses is of no use 
to me, but doubtless there are companies 
here that might make use of this prod- 
uct. The attar of roses would cancel 
the bill for the automobile parts and 
the company here which would take the 
perfume base could pay me in American 
money.” 


Majo-ity Report Favors 
President’s Policy 


WASHINGTON, March 24. — The 
United States has not been holding its 
own. in foreign trade, according to the 
majority report by the Hous> Ways and 
Means Committee submitted this week. 
The majority report approved the Presi- 
dent’s reciprocal tariff policy. In 1929 
the U. S. enjoyei over 13 per cent of 
world trade, but in 1932 this had fallen 
to about 10 per cent. U. S. Department 
of Commerce report show that exports 
of coin-operated devices had increased 
during this period, however. 

“An investigation of the pr of 
the United States exports and im- 
ports,” continues the majority report, 
“with relation to Latin-American coun- 
tries also reveals the same tendency 
toward diminution of American trade 
in proportion to that of other countries. 

“If the United States is to compete 
successfully with other countries to re- 
gain a fair share of foreign trade. it is 
Necessary that the United States should 
create machinery whereby it can bargain 
successfully for such trade.” 

The report holds that in most Eu- 
ropean countries agreements can be 
made by the executives and put into 
force at once, and stresses that this is 
true even in the most democratic coun- 
tries.

the Automatic Merchandisers’ Association of Michigan were adopted at the annual 
convention held in the Detroit-Leland Hotel Saturday, March 17. One of the most 
active organizations !m the country, with leadership trained in coin-machine 
organizations since the beginning of the organization movement in the industry, 


its actions and discussions are considered exemplary for the entire trade. 


Out- 


standing among recent plans was the definite move to formulate a schedule of 


advertising for the association. This 
proposed plan was supported unani- 
mously by the membership. 

A small assessment upon each member 
would raise a fund of $10,000 to put 
over a radio program that would reach 
every home in the association territory. 
President F. E. Turner said in his speech 
introducing the idea of COD Michigan 
(Coin Operated Devices) that press and 
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radio would both be utilized, but that spot 
announcements on major stations would 
be the bulk of the association program. 
It is possible to secure wide coverage on 
local stations thru the use of the Michi- 
gan network sponsored by the Kunsky- 
Trendle station WXYZ, with affiliated 
stations in most of the leading cities of 
the State. 


“Supposing we had 100 members on 


| this plan, it is surprising what we could 


accomplish,” Turner said. “We could 
solve some of the adverse public relation 
situations easily, and we could do a tre- 
mendous amount of advertising. For 
only 28 cents a day per member we 
could establish this $10,000 annual fund. 
Six broadcasts over Detroit and Michigan 
stations, giving 100-word spot announce- 
ments, would cost only $75 to $100.” 


“That is one alternative to an injunc- 
tion sought in court to protect our busi- 
ness. Are we going to do nothing? Or 
am I too visionary? In a few days we 
will have a program prepared by an ex- 
pert advertising agency, without a cent 
of cost to the organization.” 


Spoken of in the convention there- 
after as “Turner’s Dream,” this plan 
aroused the enthusiasm of the member- 
ship in floor discussion. Following a 
formal recommendation by Turner as 
president in conclusion of the annual 
report, he was authorized to appoint a 
committee to handle all publicity for the 
association, with definite instructions to 
report upon this plan within 30 days in 
order to speed action to place the coin 
machine industry upon the air for the 
first time. 

Turner said. in introducing this plan: 

“T have had a dream. 

“COD is on the air! Why not? 

“Since our President has seen fit to 
jumble the alphabet into letters with 
such significant meaning, there is no 
reason why we of the AMA of Michigan 
cannot do the same. Don’t get scared. 
No one is going to try to unload any 
COD packages on you unawares. COD 
in this instance means Coin Operated 
Devices. 

“If there ever was an opportune time 
to bring our industry to the forefront 
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and inform the public, it is now. Too 
long we have stayed modestly in the 
background while other and less im- 
portant industries have become more 
favorably known to the public, 

“As a result, no one except those di- 
rectly connected with our industry knows 
or has the least idea of its magnitude, 
progress or service to the public. Let us 
make the public coin machine minded. 

“To start on this plan we should direct 
a series of appeals thru the daily press 
and on the air. One hundred members 
contributing 28 cents a day will finance 
this activity. We can sit down at home 
in our easy chair, turn on the radio, and 
hear the announcer state: 

“‘Ladies and gentlemen: COD is on 
the air. Buy your merchandise, service 
and entertainment the COD way. Look 
for the seal of excellence which guaran- 
tees quality, service and convenience.

Roll- 
ing up a big list to get $10 a year from 
each is not an objective, but getting 
members into action is an objective.” 


MEMBERSHIP FEE RAISED 


Membership fee was raised from $10 
to $12 per year, upon Ingersoll’s motion, 
payable quarterly.

Newer type labels are proving 
to be in great demand by members, and 
a small supply of old labels was ordered 
scrapped because all members wanted 
the new design. 


President Turner and Secretary L. L. 
Lane made a joint report to the associa- 
tion, which was read in full to the mem- 
bers. This report was published in the 
March 3 issue of The Billboard. Turner 
added to his report that “recently an 
attempt was made to tax us out of ex- 
istence. More recently public opinion 
severely criticized certain operations 
within our industry. On two different 
occasions the Detroit group voted down 
a proposal to enjoin the authorities from 
interference with these operations. These 
two problems still confront us and may 
present themselves again at any time. 
There are just two ways out of this di- 
lemma— adjust our social responsibilities 
into line with public opinion or change 
public opinion. 


“I suggest we temporarily adopt the 
former until we can accomplish the lat- 
ter. To accomplish the latter correctly, 
directed advertising will properly educate 
the public and the authorities to our 
way of thinking. The power and influ- 
ence of good advertising is unlimited. 
This idea is nothing new, but has been 
used in other industries with successful 
results. Who will do this job? We will

mind that his operations are more ex- 
tensive than yours. This job can and 
will be done by us whenever you are 
ready.” 

Increase in membership over the State, 
rather than in Detroit, was recommended 
as a special objective during the year. 
Definite formation of local groups as 
allowed by the new charter is to be 
sought, “More local groups could be 
formed if local leaders could be found,” 
it was stated. A group of 16 operators. 
not affiliated with the AMA, had been 
meeting in Flint for over a year, it was 
reported. 


L. V. Rohr proposed an organization 
of the Detroit group into classes of op- 
erators agreeing with the types of ma- 
chines weed. such as a pin game group, 
a cigaret machine grgup, etc. Special 
problems facing each type of machine 
operator now demand that all the mem- 
bership be called in to consider matters 
that do not concern the industry as a 
whole, he said. Maurice Feldman, De- 
troit operator, offered a plan for retain- 
ing a permanent legal representative for 
the association, to act not only ‘cn legal 
matters, but to assist in all matters of 
public relations. The suggestion was re- 
ferred to the executive committee. 

Jack Nelson, manager of the Chicago 
office of The Billboard, was invited to 
address the meeting, and he said, in 
part: “We recognize the Michigan AMA 
as one of the outstanding associations 
in the industry. Your meeting is con- 
ducted in a manner comparable to that 
of a great corporation—very business- 
like. In Detroit I have noticed a lot 
of good locations that have no machines. 
If you can prove to the location owner 
that he is a part of the great coin ma- 
chine industry you will be able to 
legalize the games and help to pay rent 
and taxes for store owners. The oppor- 
tunity in the industry is now greater 
than it has ever been, and the oppor- 
tunity in Michigan is greater than in 
many territories because of the caliber 
of the industry’s leaders.” 

The Michigan AMA appropriated $50 
to enter the new Automatic Merchan- 
disers’ Association of America, nucleus 
of a national organization for operators 
and jobbers formed at the 1934 Coin Ma- 
chine Exposition. Mr. Turner is treas- 
urer of the national organization and 
he reported to the Michigan meeting the 
plans of the national organization. The 
Michigan AMA claimed enthusiastically 
to be the first unit to vote payment of 
national membership fee. 
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Odd License Bill Proposed 
By West Virginia Assembly 


Individual operators would be licensed at $1,000 — 
locations not mentioned except for using non-licensed 
machines — bill is expected to pass, observers say

CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 24.—The closing hours of the Legislature, ex- 
pected soon, are to se? hurried action on a bill to legalize coin machines in this 
State. Drawn by Delegate John H. Noll, Democrat, the measure would permit the 
lawful operation of “mechanical marble games, sales devices, automatic devices, 
vending machines, mechanical billard and pool machines or similar devices.” A 
huge revenue is expected to come from the bill, if it is enacted, and will be used 
to supplement the general school fund. Legislative observers regard it as likely to 


pass, The license features of the bill 
include: Registration of all devices and 
their identification by stamps, signed by 
the State tax commissioner. Fee of $1,000 
imposed on each operator—“the owner 
of the device shall be known as the 
operator; the owner or owners, lessor or 
lessors of the place of business in which 
the vending device is used shall be 
known as the vender.” Certificates of 
permission to operate shall be given by 
the tax commissioner to the applicant, 
“who shall be a resident of the State.” 
“Such certificate . . . shall bear a serial 
number for the purpose of identification 
of vending devices owned by such oper- 
ator, which identification shall be placed 
upon each vending device by means or 
a stamp or seal.” Registration period 
will be a year from each June 20. 

“No subdivision of the State govern- 
ment, including municipalities, shall im- 
pose additiona! fees for the operation of 
these devices either upon the operators 
or upon the venders.” Section 8 reads: 

“In view of the fact that the pur 
of this bill is to provide revenue, and 
order that the purpose may not be de- 
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feated thru joint enterprise or effort by 
dividuals desiring to obtain licenses as 
operators, it is hereby provided that

structive accomplishment and not look 
upon it as an instrument for defense 
alone, Most trade associations have 
their rocts in defense; most were formed 
to protect the group against some wrong, 
either real or fancied. Maybe it is time 
we laid aside this defense mechanism of 
the trade association and think of it in 
terms of a power for promoting advan- 
tageous conditions rather than a force 
for preventing disadvantageous condi- 
tions. There is a world of difference in 
this viewpoint. The trade association 
today presents the soundest organized 
approach in a democracy to the solution 
of group problems in industry. In spite 
of its weaknesses, it Offers orderly ap- 
proach to the solution of the problem of 
@ trade or industry. 


And the men who lead trade asso- 
ciations and the men who have given of 
their time and effort in tne solution of 
their problems, thru the mechanism of 
committees and the promotion of con- 
structive problems, must not be dis- 
appointed if they fail to receive any 
thanks from the public or even their 
fellow business men. ‘Those trade asso- 
ciations which are projecting their prac- 
tice in terms of maintaining standards of 
quality, of upholding standards of prac- 
tice, of educating their members on the 
soundness of competing on a fair basis 
are doing more than exist as an asso- 
ciation; they represent the truth of the 
old-time belief that “in union there is 
strength,” and that “the strength of the 
wolf is the strength of the pack.” 

It is difficult to maintain this solid 
front in these times. It is difficult 
sometimes ior the individual to merge 


his selfish need for self-preservation in 
the larger good of preserving the group, 
but it is increasingly evident that unless 
the preservation of the groups is ac- 
cepted as the basis for self-preservation 
there will be no such thing as self- 
preservation in business. I have had the 
opportunity to be in a responsible posi- 
tion in two different national trade or- 
ganizations. I realize that in the aver- 
age association about 5 per cent of the 
members look ahead; 15 per cent per- 
haps accept their leadership, and the 
rest follow or not as what seems to me 
their self-interests determine. 


We hear much in this country about 
national planning. If we are ever to 
have successful national planning it 
can only come, in a capitalistic system, 
thru the establishment of collective 
values of self-interest, whereby the 
strength of the group the de- 
termining factor in the survival of the 
individual. 


So far I have been speaking in gen- 
eralities. I have tried to give expression 
to some convictions of my own with 
regard to the relations of the individual 
business man, first, to the general prob- 
lems outside his business, and, second, 
to the collective problems of his group. 
I have tried to make it clear that the 
problems Of the group and of the nation 
are, after all, the problems of the in- 
dividual magnified and interrelated. 

And I have tried to make it clear that 
no final success either in groups or 
localities or in the nation or between 
the nations will ever come in our pres- 
ent system of gOvernment and econom- 
ics until we have the intelligent self- 
interests of the individual guided by 
the larger values of both the group and 
the nation.

Provisions Outlined in Detail in 
Code for Merchandising Machines 


NEW YORK, March 24.—The code of 
fair competition for the automatic mer- 
chandistng industry, as submitted by 
the National Automatic Merchandising 
Association, Inc., is now in Washington 
awaiting the action of the Administra- 
tion on calling a public nearing. Ac- 
cording to J. H. Hirsch, secretary of the 
NAMA, “the filing of a code of fair 
competition for the automatic merchan- 
dising industry in Washington means 
the end Gf the ‘racketeer’ and the 
‘chiseler’—a new era and a new deal for 
those honest and capable men who have 
invested their all in an industry which 
has been kicked from pillar to post dy 
tnjust taxation, due primarily to the 
fact that it lacked organization. 

“Every operator who has not already 
joined our ranks should do so «at once,” 
Mr, Hirsch emphasizes. “All operators 
are eligible who are running legitimate 
merchandising and servicing machines. 
The chiseler and the racketeer need not 
apply, nor will they be tolerated in our

ARTICLE I—Purpose: To effectuate the

Recovery appointed by the President under 
the Act and at the time in office. 

(h) The term “Effective Date’ as used 
herein shall mean the 10th day after this 

ode shall have been approved by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

(i) The term “Expiration Date” as used 
herein. shall mean the expiration date of 
Title I of the Act. 

ARTICLE Ill—Hours: (1) No office, sal- 
aried, or other employee receiving less than 
$35 per week shall work or be permitted to 
work more than six days or 48 hours in any 
one week, and not more than an average of 
44 hours = week for each six months’ 
period, without the payment of overtime as 
provided in Subdivision (2) of this Article. 

(2) All Employees may be permitted to 
work hours in addition to those specified in 
Subdivision (1), of this Article provided that 
overtime at the rate of one and one- 
times the normal rate of pay is paid for 
such additional hours. 

(3) Employees engaged in an executive, ad- 
ministrative or supervisory capacity who re- 
ceive $35 per week or more, and employees 
of the kinds covered by subdivision (1) of 
this article who receive $35 per week or 
more, and outside salesmen, commission 
Salesmen, service men and stock men shall 
not be subject to any hourly limitations. 

ARTICLE IV—Wages: (1) The minimum 
wage that shall be paid by any employer to 
any ay Ay shall be at the rate of 35 cents 
per hour for male Seagsevess and at the rate 
of 30 cents per hour for female employees. 

(2} The minimum wage that shall be paid 
by any employer to all employees, — 
commission sales people, shall be at the ra 
of $14 ¥ week. 

G3 re any State law requires higher 
Minimum wages than those specified in this 
section, such higher minimum wages shall 
apply in all cases. 

(4) The principle of equal rates of pay for 
male and female employees under like condi- 
tions of employment, performing substantially 
the same work, is accepted, and where female 
employees are used to replace male employees 
performing certain classes of work, such 
female einployees shall be paid the rates of 
pay in effect for the male employee at the 
time of such replacement. ;

Pployees will be on the basis of tndividual 
merit without regard to their affiliation or 


nonaffiliation with any labor or other 
organization. 
Section 4. Janitors and watchmen are not 


deemed to be included in the Laber Provisions 
of this Article. — that they shall in no 
case be paid less than 80 per cent of the 
minimum wages herein specified, and in no 
case shall they work longer than 56 hours 
in one wrek unless they are paid time and 
ore-half for any hours in excess of 56 hours 
per week. 

Section 5. Each employer shall post in 
conspicuous places, accessible to employees. 
the labor provisions of this Code. 

ARTICLE VI—Administration: (a) Organi- 
zation and Powers. 1. The Executive Com- 
mittee, as the same may be Constituted from 


time to time, of NAMA, to be appointed by 
the Board of Directors of NAMA and to 
consist of not less than seven and not in 
excess of nine Members, is inereby designated 
the Code Authority to assist the Adminis-

Dime Cigarets Increase 

LOUISVILLE, March 24.—The two 
cigaret manufacturers that have -1ade 
Louisville the center of dime ‘igarets in 
the United States are both — owing 
signs of big progress. The Axton-Fisler 
Tobacco Company, makers of Twenty 
Grand, recently enlarged their plant 
considerably. 

Now the Brown & Williamson Tobacco 
Corporation, makers of the dime Wings 
and other brands, is adding a five-story 
building to their plant, which will mean 
employment to 1,000 additional workers 
when completed. 


Candy Hearing Delayed 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Announce- 
ment by the National Recovery Admin- 
istration has been made that the public 
hearing on the retail candy trade code 
of fair competition, which was sched- 
uled for March 28, has been postponed 
indefintely. 


Mentholated Cigarets 
Gain Popular Favor 


NEW YORK, March 24.—With the 
appearance of two new mentholated 
cigaret brands on the market within the 
last month, the trade is speculating as 
to how far this new type of cigaret may 
gO in 1934, according to The U. S. 
Tobacco Journal: 


“Already the name of one of the 
largest cigaret manufacturers in the 
business hes been mentioned in con- 
nection with a mentholated offering, 
‘aitho a spokesman for this company, 
which was said to be considering @ 
mentholated twin for its principal 
brand, denied that his company was 
planning to market a product of this 


“So far the P. Loril Company is 
the only one of the “Big Four” which 
has actually brought a mentholated 
cCigaret on the market. Its product, 
labeled ‘Polar Bear,’ was given a re- 
stricted placement in New England when 
introduced last month, but the com- 
pany is now extending its distribution 
in New York and elsewhere. 

“The latest entry is that of the Conti- 
nental Tobacco Company. The debut of 
its menthol-cooled ‘Cigaret Time’ was 
reported last week. The Christian Peper 
Tobacco Company, of St. Louis, has also 
brought out a mentholated cigaret 
called ‘Life’ since the beginning of the 
year. 

“Still the most active promoter of this 
type of cigaret is the Axton-Fisher 
Tobacco Company, of Louisville, with its 
Spud cigaret. Spuds were the earliest 
mentholated creation to achieve any 
large success, and when the label and 
formula were acquired by Axton-Fisher 
a few years ago the company began to 
develop the brand cautiously. Since 
that time it has made thcusands of con- 
verts to mentholated cigarets and now 
promotes its brand so extensively that 
its challenge to ‘try a whole pack’ has 
become almost as familiar to smokers as 


the promotional exhortations of its 
large competitors. 
“Another company which has been 


doing exceptionally well with a men- 
tholated brand is the Brown & William- 
son Tobacco Corporation, of Louisville. 
Kool cigarets, developed by the makers 
of Raleighs and Wings, have been com- 
ing along rapidly and are not only en- 
joying a constantly spreading market, 
but have established a steady repeat 
business in outlets everywhere. Still an- 
other cooled cigaret is Menthorette, 
originally made by the Rosedor Cigaret 
Company, but with the acquisition of 
that business by the Penn Tobacco Com- 
pany, of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., is now the 
property of the latter concern. 

“When Spuds were first placed on the 
market thcy retailed for 20 cents a 
package. Since that time they have 
been reduced to 15 cents straight, and 
this is the price at which all of the 
above-mentioned brands now retail.”

“We have just taken on for this ter- 
ritory the Du Grenier cigaret vending 
machines thru Stewart & McGuire, New 
York. Kinély advise us your subscrip- 
tion rate per year. 

“As we are new 1n the cigaret vending 
machine business, we would like to find 
out if you have in your files any new or 
old articles dwelling particularly on the 
vending of cigarets. Also, we are in- 
terested in any article that may have 
been written on ‘Troubles and Annoy- 
ances Reported by Locations’ in con- 
necticn with any kind of cigaret vend- 
ing machine that had been in their 
establishments.” ( Corporation, 
New York State.) 

Articles we have published recently 
relating to cigaret vending machines in- 
clude the code of fair competition 
adopted by the California Cigaret Vend- 
ing Operators’ Association and an edi- 
terial article discussing this code. 

The topic, “Troubles and Annoyances 
Reported by Locations,” is a good sub- 
ject in relation to any type of machine. 
It would be a good subject for an ex- 
perience meeting by operators.
